of his gViards'always wated on lihii at nieals ; I order- 
cd rheir dinner before hb returi>, fendkig a large dilh . 
of cold fowls, cut inio joints, into the tent, to be fpread 
on clean leaveä I had laid on the chefts, and fetting a 
■firffijcieut qnatitity of breacl and filh there alfo, I defired 
the tTlficrel-s prelent tb refrefli themfelves now, and the 
rell, whenreHeved, fiiould have a frefli fupply. I faw 
therc was an öddity in their countenances^ whiclv at 
'firil I did not comprehend ; but prefently turning about

"whple p^ovince of Arndrumftake could not foon devour 
them ; but for my pickles and preferves, 1 had neitheE 
fucli large,"qikntities, or conveniences to beftow theiit

If thts be the cafe fbn, fays my fetker,* I may lend 
yoür "brother wurd to proceed ; and difpatched ten 
mefTengers with a gripfack to haften' his fon's arrival. 

Ittiow beganto be time for reft, and die oW gen- 
tlenian growing pretty mellow wlih the punth, which

Gaulepze ! fays I, Llhall nerer forget thy 
fpeech after engaging the Crocodile j that . cvery thing ^ 
was to4)e attained by. refolution, , by hioi that takets 
both ends of a. ihing ia his viöwr at oncc^>and fairly de^ 
liberales -what may^ be given, and taken,. fcom .end to 
end.^ ^^urc^X/ ^Yß ^* ^^^ <^ugkt to. b€«engi;avea.on brafsy 
as I wüh it was on my heart ; it would prevent met. 
many painful hours^ help me with..more eafe to romr- 
pafs iittainable ends» and co.reXl content under difficul- 
lies inlhperable : And if flivcto rife.again, I wilLplacÄ 
it where it.ihall never more be out wof-my i%l^>> and 
will enforce it, not only more. and more on myfelf, bat 
ob my children* 

WiTH this thought I dropt on flecp, and with this I 
awaked again i and the firft thing I did^ was to find a 
proper place to write it, which having fix^d for the 
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door 'of my capboard, I tcok a barnt flick for my pcn«

Pendlehamby ■ fpying me firft among the treesV ( ^/^ 
daughter Youwarkee, fays he, you'havc a bufband I 
think for every day in the week ; who is this, my foi^ 
Peter ; Why he is not the farae matl he was yeflerday^ 
She told bim, Ihe had heard me fay, we changed our 
apparel alniofl every day in England ; nay, fometimes 
twice or thrice the fame^'day. What, fays Pendleham- 
^> are they fo mifcbieyous there,. they are fearful* of 
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being known in the latter^ by. thofe who faw them in 
tlie form«! part of the day l 

Bt üiM time I was come up, and; afier paying due 
complimentSy fays Youwarkee, my father did not know 
you, my dcar, you are £b alteced in your oiher wig ; 
and' I told him in your country, they not only change 
>vigs^ but theiF whole doathing^ two or three times 
a day fometimes. Son^ fays my father^ if it be fo, 1 
cannot guefs at the deflgn of a man's making himfelf 
udKke him&lf. O fir, fays l, it is oiving to tht: diiFe» 
rent funAions he is to perform that day : As fnppöfet 
in tbe morning. he is to purfuc budnefs with bis infe* 
riors^ or meet at our coffee-houfes to chat over the newi 
of the day : He appcars in a light eafy babit>,proper for 
difpatcb^ and comes home dirty. Then^ perhaps^ he is to 
d^ne with a frsend at mid-day f. before whom> for fcr 
fpe.^ fake^ not chooflhg to be feen in bis dirty drefs^ 
he puts on fomething handfoiner, and after fpending 
fumetime there» he has^ it may be^ an appointmenc ac 
CQurt^ z.plsLy, or with bis miftrefs» in all which IslÜ 
cafesy If he has any thing better than ordinary^ it is a 
part of -gpod breedingto appear in that : But if the very 
be(t was to be ufed in common^ it roight: (boa becoine 
the woril, and not ät for a nice jnan to iUr abroad in^ 
Tbe difFererit ciiftoms. of countries, you have told. me 
«f^. fays my father, is furprizing, Here are we bora 
with oor cbaths on, which always fit, be wc cvcr fo 
f(iiall or largc ; nay, are never the worfe for conftant 
wearing ; and yqu muft be ettrnaH'y altering and 
changing colour, fhape, and habit : But, fays hc,, where 
do they get all thefe things ? Does every man makc jufi 
what he likes ? No, fays I, there are a particular fet of 
men whofe bufiiicfs it isto make for all the reft. WhafJ 
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fays he, I fuppofe thcir la&s [flaves] make them,? No 
ür, thcy are filgays, [freemen] fays I. It is their trade, 
they da it for a livelihood, being paid by them they 
wock fon A fiiit of thcfc cloaths, fays I, takiiig up th€ 
Aap of my coat, will coft what we call twelve or four- 
teen poand^ in money. I do not underfUnd yoi;» fays 
he. Why (ir, fays I, that is as much as wiU provide one 
moderate man with all the neceffary things of life for 
two naonths. Thei^ fays he, thefe nice men nwfl be 
very rieh. No lir, faid i, there you ar« under a mif- 
take, for if a man irery rieh, and who is known lo be 
fo^ negle&s his habit, itis 'taken to be Us choioe ; but 
one who is not known to be rieh, and is realiy not fo, 
is by appearing gay fometitnes thongbt to be fo 4 for he 
comes little abroad, and pinches mifcr^bly at home ; 
firil to ^et that gay üiit, and then a^s onthe fxme part 
to preferve it s tili ibme Jucky hit may help him to^he 
roeans of getting another; as itirequently happens by 
a good marriage ^ for though he is but feldom ieen^^in 
pubUc, yet always appearing fo fine when he is, the 
ladies, whofe /ancit^s are frequently more tickled with 
ihew thasi fen(V^ .admitting him only at £r(l as a com* 
panion, are at lad, if worth any thing, taken in the 
toils he is ever fpreading for them ; and b£|Coming his 
wtfe, produce a (landing fmid to make him a rieh man 
in realfty, which he but perfonated before.

Pendle HA MBT ooiild not well underllaiid all I 
faid ; and I found by him that all the riches they poü 

f fcfled, were only. food and flaves ; and as I fbund af- \^^ 
terwards, when amongft them, they know the want of 

[nothing elfet But I am afraid I have pnt them upon 
another way of thinking, though I aimed at what we 

Lcalt civilizißg of them* 
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Quangräihrt arrsvts vith the Colamts ; flretghtened for 
accBmmodation ; Vemove to the tent ; T'ouwarkee 7iot 
kn&wn i ' Peter relates part of hls travels ; dlfputt dhout 
the heafl'fiftf fklns. 

SLEEPTNG longer than ufual, I was äwakened -next 
morning by a gripfack from Qnangrallort ; upoa 
Hearing of which I roufcd immediately, thinking they 
tv^rc at? my ^or ; bnt' the meffenger told me they 
cbiiRl' not be thcre in what I und€r(h>od by his figns to 
beabouttwo Hours ; for tbey have no fuch meafure for 
timeas hourstSoI dreffed atleiftire, and then "Weiitto 
Youwarkee and waked her ; Youwee, fays I, your 
brocher will be- here prefentiy, and I having a mind 
y.ou fiiould appear as my coüiitrywoman, would haye 
ydu drels'yobrfelf. 

Wä walked down to the levd, and but juft faved 
cmt diftance, for the van oCthera were within th^ ar- 
koe bcfore we arrived» and wittt fuch a train after them 
as feemed to reacU the whole lengthof thearkoe. The 
»egularity and' Order of tlieir flight was admirable, and 
ihe break of the-trumpets fogreat, föunding all the way 
they came, (forwe had not only one let of tbem^ but 
at leaft thirty^ there bcing fo many Colambs and petty.

TBE fii'ft that we met was my brötheV, to whom 
we had only an oppoitunhy to pay o«r refpefts .« 
palfafa, before another grandee came «p, who was fuc 
ceeded by another and anuther, to the nnmber of Ihir-. 
ty ; fome out of refpeÄ to my father and brother. and 
fome out of mere curiofity t» fee me ; and as faft as 
each had paid his falutes, he paffed os,lUl wcfouttd we 
had no tnore to mect; whe« we tunied about, and 
feil in with the Company. 

When we came to thegfotto, I was Vtry mach put 

to it for room. we fcarce, being ahlc to (Und upnght 

by each other, much lef» to ßt doWn, which my father 

percciving, my dear friends, fays he, had my foa 

kno%vn in time of fo much good company> he would 

havibecn better providedwith feats for us^ all, butcon- 

fidering all we fee is only the labotir of his oyh hands, 

xve Ihould rathet admire at the many conVehiehc^s we 

fee here, than be uneafy there are no^more s And fon, 

fays he> as we are now fo large a body, I propofe that- 

we adjoum to the officers quarters, and let them tak«

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oiirsr I returned my fatlujr tUanks for the hint, and led 
the way, the reft -following, wüere we found Toom 
enough and to fpare. 

Though Youwarkee was wirh us all dinner timc, 
helping the guefts, we had ito fooner doiie, but fays 
Quangrallort aloud, brother Peter, are we not to fee 
my fiiter ? I not hearing periße<S% what4ie fiiid, though 
I perceived he fpoke to me, iir, fays L My (Iftcr You- 
warkee, fays he, why will not fhe appeaT ? here are 
feveral of her goodf friends, as well us myfelf, will be 
glad to fee her. My father then laughed fo heartily, 
' that the reil taking. notice uf it, my poor brother was 
put to the blulh. Son fays my, father do you not know 
your ©um fifter ? We have not feen her yet, fays one 
.of the Colambs, or any lady boit your daiighter Hally- 
carnie, aud that attendant. My brother then feeing how 
jt was, came up lo fahite my wife, but even then had 
his fcruples, .tffl he faw 'her fmile, and then begged 
pardoa Ä>r his oyerfigfat, as did all tl>e Colaaibs, upon 
ialuting her ; my brother deciaring, that as fhe was 
foniewhat behind me .on the level, he had only paid 
her the cefpeÄ of his chki, taking her for fome one 
attendltxg me.

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QuANORALLORT thCH alkcd my fatber iP he Rad 
been fifhing fmce he cäme, but he told him he knew 
not what he meant. Then all ri»e Company defired I 
would ihew thcrri what that was 1 told thcm they 
might command nie as they pleafed; fo we appointed- 
the next morning for that exercHe 5 but gentlemen^ 
fays I, your lodgihg to-night gives me the greateft 
pain, for l know not what I fliali do aboüt that. I have 
a few beafl-lilh llcans which are very foft and bairy^ 
but not a fufficiency fbr fo piany friends as I would at 
prefcnt be proud to oblige ; but 1 can kiy them as far 
as they will go upon as. much dry reeds and grafs as 
you pleafe. 1 then fent a fervant to Youwarkee f'T 
the ikjns, aflcr which they one and all. crying out, if 
they had but good dry reeds, they defired no better 
lodgirig; I dxfpatchcd hands to bring away a large^ 
parce) of them to the tent, which they did in a trice.

I was 
then ftruck . all on a heap, being quUe afliamed they 
ftöuld tfxmk I fufpfftedtbeyhadbeentinarrellingfor 
the ikins,'*^and how to come off 1 kiifew not.t You Will ' 
cxcufe mefir, fays I, for expreffinga concern that 
you could not each have ofl© to cxamine into at the 
fame time^ that one of you- need not häve Waited tä 
make your remärk» txH the other had done. No occa- 
übn, nooccafion for thaty Mr Peter, faid they. all tö- 
gether ; we fliall have leifure enough toexamine them 
to-morrow, but w^ want to köow what they are, and 
Where they groWv.

1APPEARED. before them in thc Hioming>in niy old 
jacket, and an old hat with brims indented almoft 
to the cxown, a flannel. nightcap^ and checkered fhii t. 
Ilow now fon \ fays my father, what have weJicre ?. 
Sir^ fays I, this will Ihew yoii the ufe of oiir Englifk 
faüiion 1 raentioned the other day, and the neceflity of 
it. You fee. me in this indifferent habit, bftc^ufe ray 
next bufmefs rcquires it 5 but "when Lcome. back- and 
have no fürt her dirty-woikio do, I (hall then dr^efs^. as 
near as I can, to qualify me for your Company. 

Are you for moving gentlemen ? fays my brother^ 
I believe it is time : They then all arifing, we went to 
the lake ; 'where getting into my boat, and telling them 
that any fix of tUem might go \vith me, they never 
having feen fucha ihing before, and not muchJilojig.the 
loüks of it, all made excufcs \ tili my brother aifuring

Yo u canntJt imaginc w ha t: furprize appeared in every 
* ' ftce on my opening the net^ and feeing all the filh nak- 
ed ; thcy drew np by degrees clofer and dofer, for I 
•kt the ffih lie fome time for their ohfervation ; but feef- 
ing the large fifli, i^on my, handlhig them, Aap their 
taiis> they very expeditioufly retired again.- I then 
•tofTed feveral of tfa©m into th&beat^ but two of them 
•being very large, androuglvfcaled iigly fifh," I did not 
-think I coufdlift them my/elf, fo defired affillance, biit 
, . no body llirred -, Lcxpe^ed fbme ef the Colambs would 

have ordered their men to have hclped me, but they 
were'fo terrified at feeing me handle them,-that they 
h could not have the confcience to order their men on fo 

^fevere a duty, tili a common ^an came to me, and tak- 
ing the taii and 1 the head, v/e töfled them both into 
%h$ boät. 



I wÄnfT higher up the lake than ufual, in hopes of a 
beaft-üfh to ihew them, but thmigh I could not meet 
with one, I had fereral very gfeat hales, and took three 
CT four of my lobfters very large ovitL This* Svas the fe- 
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cand trinl 1 had made of my net fmoe I'had altered it;-^ 

* and gave me great fatisfai^ion ; for I could now takc 

3f niany fUh at one draught, as I could before have 

4one.at ten ; I had found that jhoiigh roy net was vcry 

long, yet for want of a bag, or cod to inclofe the fiih,. 

many that were included witbia its compafs woukii . 

whilft I drew round, fwim to th© extremes, and fo gpt 

out, for WAnt'of ferne inlet to entcr at^ for which rea- 

fon, I fawed off the toJ> of a trcc, at about ten feet from 

the grouiid, and drawing a circle of fix feet diameter 

round the tree^ on the groaad,.! ihick it round with, 

fmall pegs, at two inches diilance ; then I drove the like 

number of nails round the top of the trunk of the tree^ , 

and itraining a length of matHne from each peg on the 

giound to a correfpondent nail on the tree, i . lied my 

matiine in circles round the flrained lines,. from top to 

bottom, about two inches diftance at the bottom, but at 

a lefs diftance where the ilrained lines gfew nearcr lo 

each other towards the top ; and having fecured all the 

ends by fome line twifled round them^ I xnt > a hole in -: 

the middle of..roy net, and tied the large ground end 

over the hole in the net, and gathering the fmall end up 

in a purfe, tying it up t^ht ;^nd by this meaus, I novr * 

^ ' fcarce loft any fifh which once^were withln the fweep 

of my nttf 

Ha V IMG had fb gpod fuccef^ I had a defign of reer 
tunuug ; but thought as I -could now fo eaüly entertain 
a multttude^ I might^as well'take ^another hale or two, 
and make an handfome txeat for the fbldiery : The|t 
Coming up to my drili's roouth, I fixed my implementsfor 
a draft there, and beginning to draw up, I found great 
refiflance in the net, and got two or three to help nie ; 
but poniing near fliore, when the Company fa>^ the net 
tumble aodl^ hüI^ rife and fall^ they all i <^n as \ji x\y^ 
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^vere mad, tili I called them, and told the Colambs it 
was only one of the fifli whofe Heins I had fhewn them ; 
upon which, by that time I had difcharged the fifhfroin 
the net, they were all round me again. Bnt rio foöner 
iaad he got loofe, than up he rofe, whirled his wings, 
and. at the farae inftaut utterctl fiich a groan, that niy 
whole Company, retreatcd again, th in king me fomewhat 
morc than a man, jvho couW face fo dreadful an ene- 
Biy. I intreated them to come and view it ; bnt finding 
no arguments could bring them nearer, I edged round 
tili I got him betwecn me and the water, and fliot him 
deadi 

ÜFOK the report of my gun, the whole field was m 
the air, darting and fcreaming, as I have often feen a 
%ht of rooks do on the fame. occafion ; and I am apt 
to belle vefome of them never retomed again, but went 
direclly home. 

1 WAS a little concemed to fce the confufion I had 
caufed ; and laying down my gun,. my brother, who 
,though at a dillance whcn I fhot, knowing what I was 
at, and Coming up to me, it put the reft upon their 
cpnfideration, and they alighted one by one at a di^ 
tauce,.till they vvere ailon tbe kvel again. . * 

Mt fatlier and the Colambs, who wcre the fif ft that 
dürft «pproach,. wondered what 1 had done, and how 
the fifli camc to.be dead, and whence fo much fire and 
fraoke procceded, Cor they wer« furc 1 brought none 
with me, and afked abundance of.qneftions : But as i 
knew 1 muit have occalion for anfvvering to the fame 
thing twenty times over, häd I ehtcred tipon an e>«f>la* 
nation there, I defefred giving them fatisfa<aion tili wh 
.camet bptne ; whea all. at once might he capablt öf 
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hearlng what was faid. So I told them tbe moft necef- 
fary thing at pefent was to ftpw the fifii in the fooat ; 
for it was the largeü I had ever taken, and 1 cöuld not 
wholly do it myfelf. I made feveral eibrts for Fielp, 
but in vain, tili the fame foldier who had helped me 
with one of the firft fifh came to oiy relief, and defired 
my Orders what to do, aflided me, and the rcft fecing 
the difSculty we both had to manage it, one or 
two more of them Coming up, we fliipped it on board. 

I THEN called the Colambs to me, teliicg them -I 
was forry I had given fuch a general difhirbance to 
them, by ihooting the fiih; but as they kept at too 
jgreat a diftance firom me to have notice of my defign, 
»nd if I had Ibllowed tkem the fifli might have efcaped 
before my remm, I was obHged to do as I did, which 
was witfaout my poffihüity of hurtingthem : But as l 
had given them fuch a fright, I hoped they would thfs. 
one day give me an opportunity of complimcntipg 
their j^iaards witK a fifh dinaer, if we could any way^ 
comrive to drefs it> for whoever did that mufl be abj^ 
to bear the clofc light of a brge fire. They all ikoeR 
their heads but my brofher, who toid me he had in hu 
K:tinue fix men from mount Alkoe, [a burning moun- 
tainj purpoleiy retasoed for their ürong üght, to attend 
him aiways to Craflidoorpt ^ who he believed for the 
hftiefit ofihc reft would undertake tfhe cookery, if I 
^iKH^ld ihew them how. I defired he would give thein 
^ders to attend me on the other fide the lake, and :I 
would inftni£t them at my landing, and thcn I croflcd 
iDver with my booty . 

FiKDivc the mount Alkoc men waiting fcr n>v 
landing, I aiked them if they couW bear. the f ^ .t ^f 
fire.« Xbey told me they were afcd to niuc** ^ii;atcr 
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light and flanies tban I had ev€r fccn they belle vcd* 
Very good^ faid I, tben three of yo« get into my boat \ 

aod hand.ottt that fifii to th« fliore. I found* they were 
jnore afraid of tbe £fh than of the fire, fcn* not one of 
them flirred tili I got in and tolTed out feveral fmall 
onef »and tben takhig up a large one, help me fame 
body fays I, they looking « Uttle at one anotber, tili 
one of them venturing to take it, the reft feil beartily 
to work| and difpatched tbe \i^bole lading prefently. I 
' then Viiid a fmall parcei opon my cart, for oar own eat» 
ing and the officersy and fending them to tbe grotto, I - 
gave the cDoks their charge. 

Now, faya I, my kds, do you ferve al! tbe reft of 
t^ ä(b a$ I <U) tbis, cutting it ppen at the fame time, 
and tlirowing away the guts, and I will fend each of 
you fuch an inftrument as I ufe here, pointing to my 
knife. I fhall order fix, large heaps of wood to the 
level to bc piled np there : >vhen yoü bave done tbe 
Mi, do you fet fire to tbe heaps, and let them burn tili 
the fiame is over, and the coals are clear, then lay on 
yoiir fiih, and if any are too large tp be managable, cut 
tliem in proper pieees, and with iUcks, ^bich I will 
fend y«u, turn them over and over, Walking round the 
fire, and with the forked' end of the flick toß the leaft 
off firft, and afterwards the greater s büt be füre you 
ihrow the iilh aa far as ever you can from the fire 
amongft the men, that they may not be obliged to come 
too near it ; and in «bis manner go on, tili either they 
have enougk, or your fifli are gone ; and when you 
have done, come to the grotto for your reward. 

I THEN fet abundance of hands to work to carry 
wood, to be laid in (ix heaps, two hundred paces from 
each oiher, and .told them how to pile it. I then pre- 
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pared fiK long taper fticks with forked eilk«| and or* 
dered inore hands to divide the fiih equally tö the piles. 
I fent others withfalt and brcad, and I ordered tbem 
to let me know when all was ready. 

WhILE thpCe preparations wcre making my lent 
vifitprs had all dined, and.my cart had returned with 
the beaft-fißi, which the Company defired might be" 
brought in ; when every one pafled his judgment lipon 
it, and a long diflertation we had on the marwlJous 
works of CoUwarr. I let them go on with their Ihow, 
though I could have difproved moftof their conclufions, 
from the little knowledge I had of things, but I never 
wasknight-errant enough to oppof© my fentynents to a 
multitude already prepüfTeffed on the other fide of 
the queftion ; for thrs reafon, becaiife I have ever ob- 
ferved that where feveral hav-e imbibed the fame ridi- 
culous principle in infancy, they never want arguments 
though ever fo ridiciüous to fiipport it : And as no 
one can defert it without impeaching the judgment of 
the reli, they cncourage each other in their obftinacy, 
and quite out-vote a fingle perfon ; and then the laugh 
beginning on the ftrongeft fide, nothing isTo difficuk as 
to get it out of their hands ; but when a fingle man in 
the wrong hears a j.uft arguirfent from a fmgle antago- 
nift, which he cannot contradic% he imbibes its force ;• 
and'whilil that lafts, as nothing but a better argument 
with better reafons, can reraove it, he from thence- 
forth adopts his advcrfary's reafons for his own^ to op- 
pofe againll his own former opinion. 

In the height of cur difputations on the beaft-filh, 
carae news that the broil was going to begin, and as 1 
expe<a:ed very good diverfion at it, I invited the Com- 
pany to go fee it, telling them in roy opinion it would 
exceed the fport in taking them. We pffed through 
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"the wood tili we came amongfl the fhmbs, whcre 1 
placed them to be out of liarm's way, and the iire, 
which ^vas now nothing but cinders, was of no incon- 
veiuencc to tliem. They wcre plea^d wkh it to pcfi 
^e^tion ; £at ik'ft> the (ix men wbo walked round the 
fees, l^ che^owing light of the embers and the &in- 
ing of tbcir granndees, looked like men on fire ; the« 
%o fee each fire fqrrounfded whh a circk of liien, at the 
diamcter of ncar two hundred paces, as clofe as they 
touid wen Hand, by a more diflant (hine of the fire^ had 
a very plcafant elFeft ; but when the brotlers began to 
throw the Hfh about^ for each man (iood withTome falt 
and ä cut of bread in his hand, to fee a body of anhun* 
dred men runningfor it, and whilft they were (loopmg 
and fcrambling for that^ to fee a bot fi/h fall on the 
back of one^ which was whipped off by another^ who 
fcalding his mouth with it, threw it in the face of a 
tfiird, when a fourth, fifth, and ßjuh pulling it in 
piecßs ran away with it ; and to fee the diferent pof^ 
tnres, cour fes, and groups during this exercife and run* 
ning.feafl, was the moft agreeable farce my goefts had 
ever feen In th#jir lives ; and to the great faving of my 
liquors, kept us in the wood for füll three hpurs, not a 
foul ftirring tili the feall was over, 

We fpent befl part of ihls evening in difcourfc on 
the paflages of the day^ the refledions on which not 
heing concluded tili hed-time, my adventures were poft. 
ponded tili the next night, but we had firft concluded 
ön a Hiooting for the next morning, for they were all 
extremely defwous of knowing how 1 did it, at a time 
they fliould have opportunity of feeing roe, and mak* 
ing reroa^riw ; and 1 being nnwilling they ihould ihinfc 
me a conjurcr, agreed to niake them maßers of part of 
the myftcry.of powder and b^lU

M'^HIS beingthe iiftli morning, I cleaned jny beft 
' ■*• gun, and prepared my balls, and we all took a 
-walk towards the bridge, every one admiriiig my gim, 
as we went; but I could get no one to carry h, and 
Ave had at leaft five bundred <jueftions prapoiTed about 
it, I told them tbey i^eed not be afraid of it, for it was 
•only wood and iron ; but ibey knewnüthing of iron. I 
then fhewed them Jiow I made ix. j^ive fire, by fnap- 
ing the cock ; they thought k was very ftrange. 1 then 
Ijut a litöe powder in the pan^ they would not be per- 
fuaded but I iiad taken away the powder, hefore th« 
HaJk, ör etfe they faid it was nnpoHible that k "fliould be 
all gone upon flafhing only; for they faid k wasalittle 
nut, uling the fame word to exprefs both nut and feed« 
I then delired oheof iäiem toput dn fonie powder, and 
fnap k himfelf ; l)iit havlng prevailed wkh him to try 
the experimefit, if I had not through caution held my 
hand upon^ the barrel, the gun had been ontheground ; 
ior the moment it Jflaihed, he iet it go, and ran for it. 

I HAI) a great Inclinatlon to galn the beti;er of their 
prejudices, and uJJed abundance of ärgupients to pruve 
the gun as iraiocent a thing as a twig I took up $ and 
that it was the powder, which when iet ga fire, the 
flanxc thtreof wantmg more room than^the powder it- 
ielf did, forced itfelf, and all that oppof^jrf'k, olit of 
Öie moiitli of the gun, with fucli fury äs td ^make the 
iioife they heard 5 and bcing juft come to tlie rock. 
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no\«^^ fays ^ you Ihall fee what I teU you is true ; 
now obferre, I put ia thus much powder only, and- 
with diis^ rag I ftop it down cloie« Now fays I, you 
fee by the l«ngtk of fehis flick, that the rag and 
powder take up tbc fpace only of a. finger's deprh 
on the infide of the g\m. They faw that phinly 
they faid, but how conld that kill any thing ? Kow look 
agun, fays I, I put in a little more powder» as I did^ 
before when I made a llaih, and you &e there is a little 
hole from this powder through the fidc of the gwn to 
the powder witfain« Do you obfcrve that this commn« 
nicates witli that, throbgh this hold ? Yes, they faid, 
they did. Now fays l, when I put fire to this, it fets 
fire to that within j which fire, tumlng to flame, and 
wanting toom, burfls out at the month of the gun : 
An^to fhew you with. what force it comes out, here 
haiidle this round ball, giving them a bullet to handle ; 
you feel how heavy it is j now cän any of you throw 
this ball as far ai that rock i for 1 ftood a good hun« 
dred paces from it. They Mi nie- no. And do not you 
thlnk, iay'S I, that i£ tlft fofce of thti fire made by this 
powder can tbrow' this ball to thr.t rock, that force 
much be very great f They faid they thought it much, 
but believed itto be imp'Jible- But, fays I, if it not 
only throws it tothc rock, but beats ont a piece of the 
ftone, muft not that be much more violent ? Thry 
agreed it much.;^ Then putting in the ball, now fays I, 
we will iry, I thch ordcred ofleto daub a- part -of the 
rock, about breafl high, with fonle roud, and firil to 
obferve about it if the rock was any where frefh bro- 
ken or not ; who returning, reported that the rock was - 
all of a colour and found, but fomewhat ragged about 
the mud.

£or. as a corioik^ genlus will be moft in<)iiiiitive after^ \ 
and is in the end moil retentire of kn^wledge» fo no 
man is lefs o(tentatious of it« He coveM Imowkdge^ not '■ 
from the profpaA of gi^in, biit merely for iu own fake> \ 
the very knewiog b^ng.his recompence: And if I may. 
prefume to give you a hint how properly to beflow 
your favors^ let it be on perlbns like tbis i for the vain 
knowing man, who is always fiiewing it, as he for the 
lüoft part iabours for it to ihew out with, and procure

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Into -another^ and do no( give each its proper found, 
who can underfland yj>u ? For though you fpeak what 
contalns all the words, yet without the proper found 
and difUnAion, It is only confuüon- Do you underfland 
that ? They told -me they did. Then fays I, thefe are 
Äe'words.I would have .«y father know, I being at 
this ai1<;oe^ and .he at Arndrumftake* Honoured fir, and 
fo I readon; hcre fays I, you rouft take us,to^>e 
countrymen, and that he andi I underliand both tlie 
fame method. Now look, this w^rd,. ^vhich ends 
'where you fee the gap« flands for honoured, and this 
next for fir, the next for I, and ib on ; and we both 
uihig.the fame methodj, and feeing each others words^ 
are abde to opcn our minds at a diltance ^ I was now 
in hopes I had done^ ^nd was. gohig on with my flory; 
-but, fays ooje of the Colambs, Mr Feter, though this 
is a matter that requires confideration, I plainly fee 
how you do it, hy agreelng that all thefe Ärokes, put 
into this form, fliall ftand for the word honoured, and 
Ib on, as. you fa^, let who will make them ; but have 
not you fet down there the word Arndrumftake l Yes, 
fays I.; why then, fays he> none of your countrymen 
could underihnd what that means.. }^o, fays I, fmiling, 
but they could. Says he, you fay you agr«e what 
faokes fhall ftand for one word, and what tor another, 
but then how could yoiir countrymen, who never knew 
whatibrokes you would fet down for iVrndrumitake, 
know that your ilrokes meant that very country ? For 
that you could not have agreed upon, before either of 
you knew there was any fuch place« 

I WAS at a lofs, without fpending more words than I 
was wiliiiig about it, how to anf^er this clofe reafon- 
er ; and talking of fyllables, and letters, would only 
have pcrplexed' the afFair niore ; fo I told him the 
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Tesaieft Tor dtfpat«h, *hat as every wora confiÄed «f 
one or more cBftioft feunfls, smd as fome of ihe fame

.nd therefore he, by feeing thofe «>«« fo»»^'' "2*^ 
l.er, knows 1 tnean ArndrunriUke. and «n ^P«* ««* 
^eU, ftough fee never Ward Ae -wbole '»^»rd^P^ 
:toge;her, Jtf he heard me «peak ^o hrm. l have fo^ 
iS notion cf ^vhat yo« me.n. fays he, -^'^'J'^ 
«nough to eKpreft myfelf npon it ; and fo, go on, g«. 
on,rnd pray what did you do about the reeds ? 

1 THSn refamirig «y difeeKirfe ^here H^ «ff, 
compleated my narrati«« that night , bot I co»ki per- 
-»ive the wawr in tny fethe."s eye., wl«n I <3ame to 
ISe a.clt «f y.J-arkee-s faU. and the condmonl. 
took her üp in. 

WHKK I had done. they adjufted tbe order ofJ«r 
«Rht, for aroiding confafion, one to go fo l«ng.beiore 
wwther, and the junior CoUinbstö go firft.. 

U ö« moming nothing wa. tp b« heard b«t the 
eripfacks ; the men were all ranged m order to go oft 
5S. the« refpeaiveCoiambs; -^/^^ »'^«^»^ 
„cntsT»äflH, the j««ior CoUmb nnüng, walked lutf 
Z^Z wood. wheie bis gripfack ftanding to^«t for 
rJ, preoeded him to the levd, the ncxt grtp&ck 
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ßanding ready to found as foon as the firfl removed ; 
and this -was the fignal forthe fccond Colamb to move ; 
Co that each Colamb was a quarter of a mife beforc thö 
other- 

My father ivasthe laft birt \wo ; hut 1 ftiall neyer 
forget his tendernefs, act parting wfth bis daugbter and 
graodcbildren, and I may faywith myfelf too; for by 
this time he had a high opinion of me. Patty went 
with my father, flie fo much refembling my wife, that 
my father faid he fliould ftill'Kave his two danghters in 
his fight, having her with hira. 

At parting, I prefettted Nafgig with a broad fword^ 
and ihewing him the ufe of it, with many expreffions of 
gratitttde on his part, and refpe<ft -on imnfcj, he took 
fligltt after fhe reft.

FO R the firft few days after oiar cotnpany had left 
WS, Youwarkee comld not. forbear- ^ tear now and 
then for the 4ofs of her father and fifter ; but I ttndea* 
voured not to fee it, leift i fhould by.perfbading her to. 
the contrary, feem to oppofe wbat I really tbought was 
'^ further tokeo of the fweetnefs of her difpofition ; but 
itwor^.ofTby degrec$, artd having adear ftage again, 
it cpfl US feverfj days tjD fettle ouffelves, and put our 
Vol. II.

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conüifed affairs in order ; »n<! when -we had done, we 
bleffed oui'felves that we cöuld come and go, and con- 
verfe >vith the pleafing tcndernefs vre had hitiicrto aU

She told me, »othing in the woild but her ooucern 
for fo tender a father, and the fear of difpleaüng me jf 
üie difobliged hlm^ fhould have kept her fo long'-^of» 
me ; for her life had never bccn fo fweet and fercne 
as with me and her cLildren ; and if &e was to begin it 
again, and choofe her fettiement and company^ ic Ihouldr 
be with me in that arkoe* i told her though- .1 was in« 
tirely of her opinion for aveiding.a. life ofhurry, yet I 
}oved a little Company , if for Bothiog elfe but to ad- 
vance topics for difcourfe, to thö exetcife of our facul« 
ties ; but i then agpeed^ it'wasnot from mere judg- 
ment 1 fpoke, hut.from fancy.

When we came to examine the brandy and wine, I

Shx ftayed 6h this trip tili I began to be n&eafy for 
her, heing gone almoii four day«^ aod I was in greac 
fear of fome accident ; but ihe arrivi^d fafe^ teVling me^

one who had feen die arrival of her fleet would ha?%

1 toW thcm 
thcy faw plainly, by. baring my bceaft to thera, liiat I 
was under an abfolute incapacity for fuch a journey, 
and gratifying the high«ft ämbiti»n I coold have in the

We wer« very fkcctioüs ;♦ and they talked of il»c 
number of viütors I had hcre ; and they nientioncd fe-

WE w^re waked.by tlxe trumpet, gtwng notice of 
Nafgig*s Coming; I did not care.to cnquirß of 
thc ftranger into ihe parriculärs of his embafly 5 for be 
it vj?hat it. .will, thi»k$ 1, Nalgig-i» fö' much myJVien(<, 
tha| l can kn9W thc motiviCs o£. it from him, and, or 1 
.apvniuch deceivßfü, he is toohoaeft to ifn|)or« upon me. 
But A liad bi4t Uttie xime for thought, for upon our. en- 
tering tlie leveljj^ we found him and his train of at leall 
an hundped peribns, juil alighting beforc us. 

W-E embraced^ and profeflid tbe partuular pleafure 
fo^tune haddoneus,.. in once more meeiing together- 
When. \ve acrivcd at.th^grpuo, he.told me he was^af- 
»fured 1 bad been informed of the occafion of his vifit^j 
^nd tkat it would be the greateft honour done to his 
country tiiajt could be imagined.

Mt dear Beter, ßiys Näfgtg, know that your farae 
bas reached far and near iince I faw you before ; and 
our llate thoiagh a large and populoüs one, and once of, 
mighty.power and twice' its prefent, extent, by the re- 
volt of the wertem part of it, wlio chofe themfelves a J 
king, ha's been fb miferably harralTed by wars, that the 
revolters, wHo are ever fomenting diicontent and re.- 
bellion araongft us, will,, by the. encroachments they ^ 
daily make on ns, certainly reduce us at läffto a pri)» 
vince uAder their goverjiment 5 which will render m 
all flaves to, an.ufurped power^ fet up ag^nft ouif law- 
fu]rovjBreJgn.,Now tbe£ethings werc foretotd long^ber 
fore they adtually began. to be tranfaifted j-but all being 
then at peace, and no profpeft of what has fince hap- 
gened, we lookcd not out for a remedy tilL tlie difeafe 
ttecame ftubborn and incurable. Pray, fays I, by whom 
were the things you mention foretold ? By a very an« 
cient and gravc ragsim, fays he-. How long ago ? fays I. 
O, above four times the äge of the oldefl man living 
läys he. And when did he lay it would happen l fays I. 
That, fayjs he, was not quite fo clear then. Biit how do 
you know, fays I, that he ever faid any fuch thing'?

For if 1 can reduce a irate froin thp «nifery and bnn* 
dage of idolatry, to a true {ea£e of the Suprem^ Being,. 
and feemingJy by bis own diretflion ; iliall I fear (o

I CALLED Nafgig and told him my refolution^ and 
that he had nothing now to/do but prepare a means of 
conveylng me. Jtlc iaid« he bejgged to referthat to nie, 
für my own .thoi^hts would fuggtfl to me.both th^ 
fafefl and eaüeil means* 

I wANTED.to venture on the back of.fome flrong 
glumm, when Nafgig told me, no one could endure my 
weight . fü long a fiight. But what charmed me molt 
was, tiie lovely Yöuwarkee offered to carry .me herfelf 
if /he could j and if I cannot hold out, iayj fhe, my 
dear, we can but at lail drop both together. I kifled 
th^ charming creature with tears in my eyes^. but dc- 
clined the experiment, 

I TOLD Nafgig Iwanted to diVide my weight be- 
tween two or four glumms, which 1 belle ved I could 
eafily doiand aiked if each covli hold out with a 
fourth part of niy weigJit.

and rcquh'ed at leaft three days,' being as little as I 
tould have, I told him for that purpole. 

Nasgig, whd, as he was^an hörtcß man, and for 
making the beft for his patrons, was forry it was fö 
long, though he imagining at the fame.time it waslhort 
efiOugh for one w ho was to go on fach an enterprize, 
was gbd it Was no longer j and immediately dilpatcbed 
a trumpet exprefs with notice, that on the fourtk day 
ke ihould best the height of ikttingdri^i and that 
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Laving myfelf formed a niachine for that purpofe^ I 
would accompany him. 

I BF^AN next to conflder Avliat part I had to a6t at 
Doorpt Swangeantii for I neither could nor woiüd eatt 
k by atiy other name, when I came thither ; and what 
h was they cxpcöed from me. I am, fays I, to kill a 
traitor ; good, that may bc, but theo I mufl tidce a gnn 
and ammunition ; and wby not Tome piflols and cut* 
laffes ? If J canaot ufe them all, I can teachotber« wrho- 
majTj I will täte ieveral of t)>em> and all my guns c*- 
ccpt twi), aäd. I,Vill lea,ve a pair of piflok ; I may re*> 
turn and want them. I.will take my tvfo beft fuits off 
cloaths and other things fuitable ; for if I am to perform; 
thingg according. to this prcd^ction, it may be a long 
time before I get back again. Thinks I, Youwarkee 
ihall Itay here >vith the childrcn ; and if I likc my fet-. 
tleraent, I can fend for her at any time^ . I then began; 
to fee the ncceflity of xnaking at . leaft one morc raa- . 
chine to carry my goods on ; and fays I> as they will bc » 
very weighty, 1 mult have more laiks to fhift in car»; 
rying them ; for I will retaia fixteen for my own body ; 
niachine, in ord^r to relieve each other i and a» the 
diftance is fo great I will not bc Itinted for want of 
freih h^ds, 

Being come tjo this refolution I called Nafgig, and. 
ordered cight frelh lafks to attend my baggage : Thefe^, 
he foon fingled out ; fo having fettled all matters with. 
my wife, and taken leaVe of her and the children, I. 
charged them not to ftir out of the grotto tili I was, 
gone ; r.nd leaviixg them all in tears, I fei out with a 
heayy heart for ihe level ; . wliere the whole convoy 
khd my two matlünes waited for me. ^ 
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Peter'sfpieöB to the foldiery ; off er s them freedom ; his 
fourne} ; is met hy the hing; tks kh;g fent back, ani 
why ; Peter alights in tiie king^s gar dt n^; hh ' andiene e ; 
dejcriptt;n of his fapp^r ani bed. 

TTI7H E N we came to the level, I defirefl Nafgig to 
'^^ draw all his men iüto a cirde as near as they 
could fland ; I then afked them who Mroüld undertake^ 
to carry me \ When not a man but proffer^d his fervice, 
»nd defired to have the pöfl of honour as they called it. 
I told them my queftion was only in cafc of neceffity, to 
know whoml-might depend upon ; for my bearers were 
already providcd, faving accidents. But, my tViends, 
fays I, as yoa are equally defervhig for theoffered fen- 
vice, as if you were accepted, are any of you delTröu« 
of becomlng filgays \ They all anfwerlng together, 1, 1, 
I. Nafgig, fays 1, you and I muft come to a capitulation , 
bcfore I go, and youriionour müft be pledged for per-, 
formance of artkles* 

I BSG AN with telling them what an enemy I was to 
\ ilavery ; and, fays I, to Nafgig, as. l am about to under- 
take what no man upon earth everdid before ; to quit 
iny country, my family, my every other conveniency of 
life, für Iknow not what, Tknow not where ; and from 
whence I Ihallnev-cr return : I niuil be indulged, if I am 
ever fo fortunate as to arrive in your country, in the^ 
fatisfacftion of feeing all thefe my fellow trav eller s^s 
happy asmyfelf 5 for which reafon I muft infift upoo 
every man prefent alighting with me'in fafcty, being 
made iv^^ the raoment we touch the ground : And un.» 
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^efs jrou yi^iU enga|^ yonr honour >for tlns, I wiU not Äk 
ailcjpforther^ 

Nasgig pauied for an anlWef; forthöugh my bear- 
«rs wcre his owd laiks^ and he could difpofe of them 
jtt pleafiire, yet as the reft: were thfe Mng's, he kncw 
^ot hpw far he inight venture to pr^mife for them'; 

birt b:elng deßrous. ofgetdirg ifie ovcr the rock, feiaring 
, I migbt ftill retraÄ my paüpofe/he engaged to procyre 

their freedoni of the king : And this, I thought, would 
^make the men niore zeakHis hi my fervice* 

I taE>f periniUing them to take me np, wc wcre 
over ihe rock «s quick as thonghty and when I had a 
little experienced the ^flight, I pe#ceWed I had nothing 
.tofear^ for Ibey w«re fo dcncteroi» on the graunde^, 
that I receiyed not the leaft fhock aUthe wAy, or fcarce 
a wry pofition, though cvery quarter of an inch at 
hand made a confiderable defle^^Uon from the perpendr* 
isikr* We ^ifteid but twice tili we >came to Batting- 
^rigg; the manner of whidi i direAed as I fat in my 
chair : For I ordcred the new man to<hover over him 
he was to relieve, and reaching down bis hand to meet 
the others which ^vas hejd np- wilh the rope, the old 
beairer runkM>eneath the cbür, and the reliever took 
his courfe. This we did one by * one, tili all were 
changed ; bot there was .one» a iloiit youngfellow, at 
thefirft fhort rope, on my,right hand, who ^^ferviog 
me eye him more than the reft, in a bravadoe would 
«ot bc relieved before we arrived at Battingdngg ar» 
koe ; and I ^erwards took him into my family. 

As it was now fomewhat advanced intQ the light 
feafon, I. had hopes of a .tolerable good profpe^ ; bat 
had it been quite Ught, I Ihould have been never .the 



instttr forit. , I'had.been apotl^v^^f Isighniotmtalns 1% 
thc Inland parts of Africa 5 but was nev*i* too high to 
fce what was below me beforc, though very much con- 
.tra£V«d ; but here in thcM^tA of our fiig^t^ you ceuld 
not diAiaguifh thct glpbe- of the earth bat by a fcftt of 
üiift, for ev«ry w^iy kK»ked .alika te me ; then fi^inie- 
tim^s on R<ue giyen^ from an inexpreffibie height itiy 
bearers woulddart zs k wcre flopisg iike a Aiooting 
ilar, for an incre^il^ Publice almoft to t&e ine'ry ttor^ 
face of the fea, ftili Iceejung me as uprigbt ar a Spani« 
ard on my feat« I aiked tbem the Teaftm of thek (b 
▼afl defcent» when I perceived tbe labour they had af« 
terwards ta attaia the fane lieigfat again. They told 
me, they not only eafed thetr graimdiees by that de» 
fcend, but could äy half as far agadn in a day, aa by dt« 
reä, they sieattt horuEOnttfl fli^ s for thoogh it feem^ 
ed laborious to moniit fo exceflive high^ yet they weiit 
on at the fame time »t a great rate ; bot when they 
xame to defcend >agaliiy there was do comparkion in 
xheir fpeed. And «n my confcience I beliere the^ 
fpoke true, Ibr in itheir ^efcente^ I think no zrrovr 
could have reaeheri us« 

In sd)oot fixteen >hour8^ Ibr t took my watch with 
me, we ahghted on the height of Battingdrigg ; when 
I thought I had retomed to my own arkoe tt was fo 
Iike n, but much hvrger« Here we refted four hours 5 I 
opened my cheA and gave eaeh of my bearers a drop 
of braffrdy^ Nafgig and I alfo juft wetted our motithi*, 
and eat a piece of preferve to moiften^s ; the neft of 
tbe lalks fitting down, and feeding upon what they had 
brought with them 4n their colapets ; for their method 
is, when they take long Rights, to carry a mimbcr of 
hard. round fVuits, flat Iike my cream-cheefes, but much 
left, wbkli contalnhig a fort ef flowcr they eat dry » 
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tiien drinkiTig» that Avells^and fills them as much as a 
good meal of any thing elfe would. Here we met 
with abundance of delightful pools of water on tbe vaft 
flat of the rocks, They told me, in that arkoe the young 
ghimms and gat^reys came in vaft flights, feparately, to 
^Ivcrt thrmfelves on the fine lake of waters, and from 
Uience^ went fometimes as far as my arkoe for that 
parpofe ; but that was but feldom« 

WHtN we häd fiifficiently tefted, they fhut their 
colapets, which fometimes hung down from their necks 
and were fometimes fwung round to their backs, and 
croffing the arltoe" and atiother large fea, but nothing 
comparabie to the firft, we arrived in about fix hours 
more, to the height of the wjiite raountains, which 
Nafgig told me was the cpnfines df Georigetti's territo- 
ries ; but, thinks I, k may belong to who it will for the 
value of it ; for nothing could be more harren than all 
the top of it was ; but the infide of it made amends for 
that, by the prodigious tall and large trees it abound^d 
with, füll of the ftrangeft kinds of fruits I had even feen. 
And thefe trees, moft of them feemed to grow out of 
the very ftone itfelf, not a peck t>f dirt being to be 
cülle<fted near them. Without fide of thefe mountains 
it was fcarce darker than at my arkoe ; for I made all 
the obfcrvation my time would allow me ; when fpy- 
.ing at a vaft diftance feveral lights, which were unufu- 
al things to me in that country 5 they told me the larg» 
cid was the burningmountain Alkoe, this I remembered 
to havc heärd tht? name of upon fome former occafion, 
though I could not recoUcd what ; and that the reit 
were of the fame fort, but fmaller. lÄÜied if they were 
in Georig6tti's territories ? They faid no, they belong- 
cd to another king form er ly, whofe AibJ€<ft'S were as 
fond of fire, as Georigetti's were of avoiding it ; and 
Vol. If.

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that tnany of thera worked with it always before thcm> 
änd made an infufferable noife by iu 

At hearing thc above relation^ an impreffion ftruck 
my fancy that they migbt be a fort of fmiths or work- 
ers in iron, or other metals ; and I wiflied myfelf with 
them, for I had a mighty notion of that work, having 
been frequently at a neighbouring forgfi wl>en a boy^ 
änd knev.' all their tools, and reiblved to get all the In- 
formation I conld ofthat country fome other time ; for 
dbr Company drawing to their pofts, and preparing to 
'iet forward agaia 1 could have no more talk now ; and 
you muft know, I had obferved fo many idle rafcals be- 
fore 1 left England, who could neu her flrike a ftroke 
br flir a foot, whilft you talked with them ; that I fear* 
ed if I aiked any queftions by the way, ihey fhould in 
anfwering me negleft their duty, and Iet me drop. 

When we canie near our journey's end, Nafgig 
sfked me where I would pleafe to alight, I told him, 
I thought at my father's» ; for though I came on a vifit 
to the king, it would not fhew refpeö to^o before him 
juft off a journey. Bitt I mi^ht have fpared me the 
trouWe of fettling that point j for we were not gone 
• far from the black mountain, it gohig by that name 
within fide, though it is called the white without, be- 
fore we heard the griplacks, and a fort of fqueaking or 
fcreaming mufic very loiid. Naigig told me the king 
was in fiight. I a&ed bim liow he knew that^ for I 
could fee no body. He knew it, lie faid, by the grip- 
fack and the other mufic, which hever playexl but on 
ihat occafion ; and prefently after I thought the whole 
kingdom wcre on the graundee, and was going to Or- 
der my beafers back lo the mountain, for fear of the 
concourfe. Thinks I, they will jodle me down out of . 
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civility, and I /hall break my neck to gratify thcir curi- 
pfity. So I told Nafgig, if he did not fome how (top 
the multitude, I would turn back for the raountain, for 
I would ncver venture into that croud of people, 

Nasgig fprung away to the king, and informed him; 
but the king fearing the people fliould be difgufted at 
bis lendlng them back, gave Orders for the whole body. 
to file oiFto the right and left, and taking a vaft fweep 
cach way, to fall in behind me ; but npon no accouy , 
to come near me, for fear of mifchief. Thi^ was no. 
füoner faid than done, and all fpreading into two vaif* 
femicircles^ raet in a train juft behind my ohair« 

Ni^SGiG had alfo perfwaded the kuig to retreat bacK 
to the palace, tdling bim it was not with me as it way 
with them, who could help themfelves in cafe of acci- 
denfe; but as I was ander the guidance of others, and 
on a faimdatlon he (hould fcarce, in niy condition, have 
venfcured upon; he was füre,.! fhould be better fatisfied 
with his intended refpedl only, than to receive it there : 
But, fays he, that your majeft)r may fee his contrivance, 
,1 will caufe him to alight in the paiace garden, wherc 
you may hare the pleafure of viewing him in Eis 
machine. 

The king returning, ordered all the Colambs, wha 
waited for my arrival, to aflemble in courteil again 5 
and as I went over the city, X v/as much furprized to 
fce all the rock of which it coniifted, qui^e coveijed^ 
with people, befides prodigious nnmbers in the air^ 
all ihouting out peals of welcome to me ; and as wc 
were theij but little above their heads, eyery one 
had foraething to fay of me ; one wondering what I 
had got on, another fwearing he faw hair on my face 
G 2. 
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a«.long as his arm ; and in generale evcry one calling 
upon the Image for my fafety« 

The king was prefent vhen I alighted, in the gar» 
den; and himfelf taking me from my chair, I bent on 
one knce to kifs his hand, but he took me in his arms, 
and called rae his father, and told me, he hoped I would 
make his days equal m glory to his great anceder Beg« 
iurbeck, We compHmented fometime, before he took 
me into a fmall refcdlory in the garden, and gare me 
Ibme of bis fort of Ivine ; >¥hich 1 found was loaded 
^vith ramihorn, and fome dried and moift fweetm^ats» 
He told me, I bad a piece of cejremony to go thfOQgh,. 
after which, he hoped to have rae all to himfelf, I told 
him, whatever forins of ilate were cuftopiary^ they be» 
come neceifary, and I fliould obey him* 

His majeily then called one of the perfons in wail- 
ing, and telling him he was going to the room of audi- 
ence, ordered him to condaiS: me thither forthwith« 

FoLLOwiNO my giüde, after a long walk through a 
foi t of piazza, we entered under a ftately arch curiouf* 
ly caryed, into a yery.fpacious room, lighted with infi-^ 
' nite numbers of glohe-lamps 5 where he defired me ta 
fit down on a round flone pedeflal coveredjW'iih leavesr, 
and all round the fides of it, were running foliages ex* 
quifitely wrought ; on the walls were carved figures of 
ghimms in feveral ai^ions, but cliiefly in battle, or other 
^1 <. like exerdfes, in alio re/hvo, very hold ; with other 
devices interfperied. l fat down, having firft paid my 
fiibmiffion to the throne, and to the feveral Colirabs 
Who fat on \\\e king's nght and lelt, düwn the fides of 
the room^ 
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The perfon then \vho introduced me, going into the 
middle of the room, fpoke to thls efFe^5l : ' Mlghty king, 
* and you honourable lords his Colambs, here is prefent 
^ the gluüim Peter of Grandevolet j I wait your com* 
f mands, whete. to difpofe him.* 

Then* the king, and all thcColambs arifing, another 
perfon ilepped forth^ and looking at me, for 1 was 
flanding ; glumm Peter of Grandevolet, fays he, I am 
to fignify to you, ihat the mighty king Georigetti, and 
all his honourable Colambs, congratulate your arrival 
in Norrunbdfgrfutt; and^ havc. coramanded nie^ give 
yx)u rank according .to your merit. Tuen the kiäg acd 
Colambs fat down, and I was led to the king's right 
hand, and placcd on the fame flone with, . but at Tome 
fmall diftance from, his majefly, 

.The king then told m^ the great pleafure I had done 
him and the Colambs, in my fo fp^edy arrival upon 
their mefCige ; but faid, he would giveme no further 
trouble now, than to know how I chofe to be ferved ; 
and.defired ine to.give ordcrs to a bafh, he would fend 
to me, for whatever I wanted j and then giving orders 
to. a bafh to fhew me ray lodgings, I was pcrmitted t3 
retire to refrefii myfelf* 

I WAS then condufled to my apartment, up a flop- 
ing flight of ftone> very long, with a vaft arch over my 
head ; 1 believe it might be fifty paces long at leaftj 
but being a very broad eafy aflent, and fmooth, it was 
not in the leaft fatiguing. All the way I went were 
the fame fort of globe lights as in the audience room'. 
The Itair-cafe, if I may call it fo, it anfwering the 
fime purpofe, was moil beautifuUy carved, both fules 
and top i at length I carae into a very large gallery. ;it . 
■ G.31. 
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leaft fonrfcore paces long, and about twenty broad ; on 
cach fide of which hiing the fame globes, At the fur- 
ther cnd of this gallery I entered by an arcb, very 
narrow, but moft neatly "wrought into an oval room j 
in the middle of this room, on the right band, was ano- 
ther fmall neat arch-vvay ; entering throngh which 
ajbout ttn paces, ther^ was two fmaller arches to ths 
right and left, and within them, with an eafy afcentof 
ftbout three paces, you came to a flat trotigh of ftone, 
fix or fevcn feet long, and about the fame width ; thefe 
l underftood by my baih, were the beds to lie on. I afk* 
ed him,.if they were ufed to lie on tlie bare ftune. He 
uAd me fome did but he had orders to lye me on 
ilüflle [fofts] ; ?.Tid prefently up came four fellows with 
•gicat Hiats, as l.tbok them for by my globc-light, füll 
of fümetliing, which by iheir fo eafily caiTying fo great' 
a bulk, 1 perceived was very light. They pitched it 
down lipon my ftone bed^ftead, and firll with great 
flicks, and thcn with fuiall fwitches having beat it 
füiuidly, retired. 

Wkilst I looked about at the oddity of the place^ 
I ftnmd iny baöi was gone too* So, Ciys I, all gone ? 
1 fuppöfe they intend 1 ihall now go to bed. I thea 
weilt into my bed-diamber, for thtre wereglobe Jighis 
there too, and obfervhig my bed .lay lull four fect ab^ve 
the Hone, and floping higher to the fidts and head, I 
wcnt to feel what it was, but laying my liaud upon it, 
it was 1() füft;. I could feel no reüitance tili I had prefled 
jt fome way ; anJ it lay fo light, that a fly nmil have 
funk lipon n» Well, thinks I, what if 1 never lay thus 
betöre, I beiieve 1 have kid as bad. 

I THKN took a turn into my oval roöm again, and 
olilervv:U th« iiocr; üits, and all was itone, as fmooth 
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05 poffible^ but not poliihed ; 3nd th« walls and ceiling 
and in fliort every place, where ihey could be orna« 
mental were well adorned with carvings, as can be 
conceived. 

Tu OD GH no body came near me^ yet I did not 
care tx> be too inquiikive aU at ooce^ but 1 longed to 
know what they btirnt m the globes^ which gave fo 
ileady a light, and yet fcwned to be enclofed quit^ 
round, top and ßdes^ without any vent hole for the 
faioke to evaporate. Surely thinks I> they are a dulliili 
glafs, for they hung almolt above my touch, and maft 
be exceeding bot with the £re To encloied, and havc 
fome fwall vcnl hole, though l cannot fee it. Then 
•fianduig Ott a tiptoe to fcel, it ftrudc quite cold to roy 
ünger ; but 1 could only reach to touch that, or any of 
the refi, t)eing all of one beight. 

Whilbt I was miifing thus, I heard the (bimd 61 
vx)lce6 Coming along tlve galkry i and preilentjy came a 
traiu of i'ervants^ with as nuich vocluiils as an huncked 
men couid «at, and wioes proportionabk.i they fet i^ 
4iowii at the u|>pfir iend of the oval rt>om, on a flat of 
itone^ whicfa on making the room had oeen left in tiie 
Upper bend of tli$ ov2Ü> quite cr.ofs it, about table high» ■ 
for tliat purpofe^ Thclt; vcaubies, liich as were liquid, 
or had fauces tothenv WÄ^e ferved up Ina ibrtof grey 
ik)De bowls ; but the dry where brou^ in neat wood» 
«n baikets of twig-work. 

The fervants all retiring into the gallery, except 
fny bafti, 1 aiked him it* any body was tq eat with me.; 
he told me no. I wonder, fays I, they fliould fend mc 
^^ much tben. He reptie^ it was the alloMonce-of xf^ 
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appartment, by bis majefty's Orders.; which filenc- 

ed me« « 

I BELiEVE there were twenty difFerent tliings on 
tiie table, infomuch, that I did not know where to be« 
gin, and heartily wifhed for an excufe togct rid of.my | 

bafh, wbo ftood clofe at my elbow, that 1 mi-jht have ' 

inielt, and tafted^ before I helped myiclf to any. thing ; 
for I knew not w hat any onc thing was. 

In this perplexity, I alked roy baih what poil he was 
in under bis majcüy l He faid one of the iifty baflies^ 
appointed to be near the king's favourites when at 
oourt. And pray, laid I, are you the perfon to attend | 

mc f He was, he laid, the principal to wait on my per- 
fon ; but there were at leaft fixty.others,,who had dif- ". 

ferent ofiices in this appartment» 1 . would be. glad, faid 
1] to know your name, that I may the more readily 
fpeak to you. He told me liis name wasQuilly. Then 
pray Quilly, fays I, do you know what is become of my 
baggage and my chair f . 1-^found, though he gueffed at 
my baggage, he was puzzlcd atthe nameof chair ; my 
feat f fays J, O, I underftand you, fays he. Then pray, 
will you go bring, me word of thero, and fee them 
brought iafc up into the gallery. He tripped away on 
;nay. errand. So, thinks 1, now I*am fairly rid of you i ^ 

but I had fcarce turned.any of my viands over, before 
I- fouhd he had but flepped into the gallery^ to fend , 

fome of the idle fellows, in waiting there.; and this put- 
ing me to a nonplus, Qj^iilly, fays I, you know I am a j 

ilranger here», and as diiferent countries have different ! 

ways and cuHoms y as well of dreffing their eatables as 
other things^ and thefe.diflies heing drefled contrary tp 
my cuöoro,,! ftiallbe glad if you will aame forae of 
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them to me, that I may karar thcn whcn I. fee tbcm 
«gain« 

Quillt began with this, and rttn on to that, which 
was a fine 4i(k ; and the «thcr, iew bat the king have 
at their tabies ; and here, fays he, is a difli of padfi -, 

and there Hold, hold, fays I, Qjrilly, let us trji^ 

thefe firß, befor« yoia proceed j for I Temembercd at 
my grotto they all eat my fifh for patfi, and 1 cut a 
flice of it, for I ahvays carri«td my clalp-knife in my 
pocket, and ib^y biid Äo fucb tbing there, md iaying k 
on a round cake I took for my trencher, I.taflcd it, 
and found it fo, to my apprehenfion, in the palate j bat 
it did not iook or flake like filh, as I obferved by tlie 
flices they had cutit into , for all the vi<äualr was in long 
fliccs rf a4y to bitc at- 1 afl«ed him if thefe things were 
»ot all cn»t, aod with what f forJL nnderftood they kad 
no knives, Ihewing him.mine. 'He faid, the eookeat 
it with a fharp flone. I then alked him the naraes of 
fieverai otWr thingj^ and at laft he caijie to ? r^Hmott j 
which havhig iicard of before, I now tafted, and conld 
have fw-orn it had been a baffied fowi- I a&ed him, if 
cruUmotts were very common i He told me, yes, to- 
Ward« the bottoms of the mountains there were abund«^ 
ance^of crullmott-trecs. No, no, fays I, nottrees; t 
mean fowls, blrds. I do not know what they are, faid 
he, but thefe cruUmotts grow on very large trees. In- 
dced, I did not know yet what I was at ; but, fays I, if 
your fowls do, füre your fifh do not grow on trcestoo. 
We have none of them, fays he, in this country. Why, 
fays I, it is but this moment I tafted one. I do not 
know* then, fäys he, where the cook got it. Why here, 
fays I, what you call patli, I call fifh. Ay, patfi, fays 
he, grows upon a bufhin the fame woods. Well dcne 
fays }, this is ihe firfl country I was ever in, where the- 
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fiih and fowl grew on trees ; it is ten to one but I meet 
with an ox growing oa fome tree by the tail, before I 
leave you. 

1 HAl> by this timc, out of thefe two, and fonic ot- 
kcr pickings, made up a very good meal ; and putting 
my knife into my pocket, defired (bmething to drink« 
My bafh aiked me "What I plcafed to have. I told hira, 
any thing to take a good draught of. Then he filled 
me a bot [fhell] of wine, very well tafled^ thongh too 
fweet for meals ; but putting fome water to it, it did 
very well. 

My meffengers being returried, and having fe^ all 
my things in the gallery ; 1 delired QuiUy to kt ^e 
vi^uals be taken away. Upon which there came raore 
iervants than diflies^ who took all at once ; but fome 
wine and water l defired might renain. 

Itüld Qnilly, I faw there were two beds, who arc 
theyfor? fays !• One foryou, and one for rae, fays he, 
for we baflxes tiever leave the king*s favourites. Pray 
Quilly, fays I, what is the meaning that to the fe- 
veral rooras I« have been in there is never a door ^ 
Door ! fays he, 1 do not know that. What, fays I, do; 
not you Ihut you rooms at night ? No, no 5 ibut at night !. 
1 never heard ofthat. I beUeve^ fays I, Qjully, it is 
almoft bed-time, is it not ? No, no, fays Qiiilly, the 
gi'iplack has not founded. How do you know, fays I,. 
in thls country, when you fliould lie down,, and when, 
riie ? for my wife has told me you have no clocks. No^ 
no clocks, fays" he. Then, fays I, does every one rife 
and lie down when thcy pleafe ? or do you all lie dow n, 
and all rife together about the fame time ? O, fays 
Qjiilly^ you will hear the gripfatk prefcntly j there ar^ 
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feveral glumms^ who take it by tunis to found it for 
red i and then we know it is time to lie down ; and 
when they foond it again> we know it is time to rife. 
And afterwards I found thefe people gneffed the time, 
being twelve hours between found and found, fo well> 
that there was but few minutes Variation at any time, 
between them and my watch ; and I fet my watch t» 
go from their fbundings at fix o'clock« 

I FOUND myfelf pretty niuch fatigued after my 
journey ; for tfaough I had only to fit ftill, yet the ex- 
ceflive velocity of fuch an unufual motion flrained every 
mufcle as mucli as the hardell labour : For you may 
imagine, I could not at firfl be without my fears upon 
ever fo fmall a Variation of my chair ; which though 
I could not püflibly by nay own inclination one way or 
other re^lify ; yet a natural propenfity to a perpendi* 
cular ftation, involuntarily byaffes one to incGne this or 
that way in order to prefervc it : And then, at firft, 
- my breath being ready to fall me. in proportion to the 
celerity of the fligbt, and to my own apprehenfrans ; 
and being upon that exercife near tbirty hours, and 
without fleep for almoft forty, you may judge I want- 
ed reft ; fo I toM Qixilly I would lic down, and ordered 
bim not to difturb me tili I waked of myfelf, 

I COULD notprevent the officioufnefs of my valct, to 
put me to bed, and cover me with the ^wn, or what- 
cver it was ; for having no fheets, 1 puUed off nothing 
but my coat, wig, and flioes, and putting on my flannel 
night-cap, I laid me down» 
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The klng^s apartments defcnbed ; h introduced /« th^ 
hing ; a moucheraU caUcd $ his difcourß with the.kiNg 
ahout religion. 

1HÄVE known fome travellers fo pcculiar in their 
tafte, as not to be able to lleep in a ftraagc lodging j 
kut thanks to my kind ftars, that did not prove my ca£e ; 
ior having looked ön my watch when I went to bed, 
as i call it, and finding it was down, I wound it up^ and 
obferved it began to go at about tbree o'clock> whether 
day or night it matters not ; and when I waked it wa9 
pafl nincj, fo that I know I had (lept eighteen hours i 
iand finding that a very reafonable refreihment, and my* 
Telf very hungry, I told Quilly to get me my breakfalh 

^ILLT told me his majefty had been to vifit me> but 
would not hareme difturbed. I begged him to difpatch 
my breakfafl as fbon sn poffihle^ and let me have fome 
water for my hands^ he ordered the gaJlery-waiters, and 
every thing came imfnediatdy, 

MV breakfaft' was a bpowin ßqdd, with a fort of feeds 
or grain in it, very fwect and good ; bat the fear of 
the king*s retum, before I was rcady for him, prerent- 
ed my inquiring into what it was : So havmg finilhed 
it, and wafhed my hands, Quilly prefented m« a towcl, 
which looked like an unbleached coarfe ünen, but was 
very foft and fpungy ; and I fonnd afterwards was 
made of threads of bark^ ibripped from fome tree. I 
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put on niy brown fuit, fword and long wig, and fent 
Quilly to know when h was bis -majefly's pleafure I .

I H AD becn fo much uted to lamp Kglit in my grotto, 
diat the üghts of thts gloomy m^fion did tiot feem fo 
unufnal a thingto me, as they woald have dottö to ä 
ftranger.

the magnificence of the place, and could, as I theu

hung round the rooni; one row aboveWother at pro- j 

per diftanees ; thefe lights reprefented to me the ftars» 
Tvith the moon in the middle of them s and after I came 
to be better acquainted with the couritry, I percciyed 
the lights were to reprefent the fouthern (ronftellations. 
The arch-ways were carved with the fineft deviccs 
imaginable« gigantic glumms fupporting on each (ide the 
pediments. At every ten paces, all along the fldcs 
and ends^ arofe columns^ eiach upon a broad fquare j 

bafe admirably carved ; thefe reached to the cornice^ 
or bafe of the arched ceiling^ quite round the room« ' 

On the pannels between each coliunn were carved the 
different battles, and moft remarkable atthievements of 
Begfurbeck himfelf« Over the arch I entered at, was 
the ftatue of Begfurbeck, and over the oppofite arch 
the old prophetic ragara» la tfce middle of the room 
ftood a long ftone table^ length ways, moft exquifitely 
carved, »Imoft the length of the room, except where 
it was divided in the nnddle, äbout the breadth of ihe 
arch-ways^ in order for a paflage from one arcb to 
the other. In fliort, «to defcribe this one room particu- ^ 

larly, would make a volume of itfelf. 

I ST AID Tiere a füll hour and half, wondering why i 

no bpdy came to me ; at length turning about, I faw 
tw o glummc comitig towards me, and having receivcd 
their compUmcnt«, thty defired me to walk in to the 
king. We pafTed through anotlKr middling room, and 
t«tking up a mat at the further fide of it, I was conducl-. 
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cd in wJicrc his majefty was (itting with arother 
glumm. They both arofe at my entrance, and calling 
me their father, and leadlng me, one by each hand^ 
obliged me to fit down bctween them« 



After fome compliments about my journey, and ac* 

comraodation fince, the king told me 1 had not waited 

^ fo long withont, but he had fome urgent difpatches to

in riic boflie [great hall, or faloonj. 1 declared I had

A TTENDING at the moucheratt to-day, I happen«

There was thej^ moll numerous afTembl} that had ever 
lieen ieen ; and when all was qiüet,. the king opened 
with fignifyirig ihe revolt of Gauingrunt, the approich 
of the enemy, and no forces in the lield to dop thcni.' 
This he fet forlh. in terms fo moving, that the whole 
alTemUy wcre melted into fighs ; tili one of the Colambs 
riling iip, fays he, His majelty hath fet forth his afFairs 
in fuch a manner, and I am iktisfied a true one^ that it 
becomes us^all to be vigilant. We all feeratohave, and 
1 believe have gr^at.faithin the remedythis day to bc 
jropofed to us, in anfwer to our ancicnt prediÄiün. 
I 3, 
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AiwI as I doubt not bnt glümm Pefcr is the man ,- fo I 
doubt not, bat through his management, wc (hall (Uli 
rcceive help j but let us confider if wc might not hav«- 
prevented thefe preffing cvJls, and efpecially this Jaft, by 
fpcedici: prcparatiöns againft them. What province,. 
or member of a llatc will not revolt to a numeroua 
hoil jnft ready to devour them, if tlicy can receive no 
affiftance from their hcad ? for by my certain knowledge, 
bis majefty had ordered this altnofl a year ago, and not ' 
a man gone yet, Can we expeA Peter to go fihgly to- 
fight an.army ? Did your predi<ftion fay he fhould go 
alone f No,he fliall flay> that isj he and his army ; what 
is done by thcni being always attributed to ihcir gene« 
ral. liiqulre tlicrefbre into your pall conduft, icnd 
Peter your gcneral, and trufl to the great Image. 

Hrs majefty then faid^^if thcre had been any ramifT- 
nefs in executing his commands, he belle ved it was 
dofie with a view. to his fervice s but a more proper op- 
portunity might be found for an cnquiry of ihat nature. 
As for the^pre^ent moucheratt,. it was called foleiy to 
propofe to Peter the execution of the remaining parc 
of the prcdiÄion ; or at leaft fuch part of it, as feems 
now or nevcr,. to wait its accomplifliment.

' have a prediftioa^ if thten your prcdiclkm deferibes 
*' znc, and the circumftances, of tliefe times ; it coniif!^ 

* ing of fevcral part8> they ouglÄ'ferioufly tobe weigh« 

* ed, that I may know when and whcre L am to bcgiit 

* mj Operation ;, and when and wheretoleaveofi': For 
€ in predidtions, che whole is to be accompliihed as nuch 
' as any raember ofa«/ ' 

' It is faid, I Ihall deflroy the traitor of ; the wefl ; I 

* am ready to enter upon.it, fetrle thc ancieat Umits 
' of your monarchy ; are you willing therefore that 
' fhouid be done \ ye or nay \* Then every one anfwer- 
ed yea. * And by common- confent, eftabllfliwhat the 
' oid rflgam would have taught you,* Here the king- 
rofe up ; but ßarbarfa giving him a touch, for every 
one waited to be guided by the voice of the ragams ; 
be fat down again, and no one anfwering yea, I again 
put the fame queflion, and told them as it was their 
own concern, I would have an anfwer before I pro- 
ceeded. One of the ragams then rofe and faid, that 
par; of the prcdiftion was too loofe to be relied on ; for 
it was to fettle vvhat he would have taught : Now who 
kuows, fays he, what he would have tauglit ? The af- 
fembly paufed a confiderable time ; and juft as I was 
opening my mouth to fpeak, an old and venerable ra- 
gani rofe ; fays he, I am forry at my years to find thc 
truth wants an advocate 5 my age and infirmities migUt- 
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well havc excufed me from fpeaking ia this affemblf ; 
fo mauy of my btvthren being prerent> younger and. 
better qualified for that purpole than myfelf j but as we 
are upoii a facred thing, and lealt, as I find none of 
them care to dcchre the trnth, 1 fliould vACo be thougfet- 
to confeiit to its fupppeffion,^ i£ I fat lilent aivd fuffered it 
to be hid under a quiWbie : I muß tegleave to be heard 
a fcw words.

not proclaimed it. as we have the predidlion ; and let 
rae teil you, whtn you my Irethrcn feverally come to . 
my years, and have buta fingle llep further to hoximo, 
yfiu will wiih you häd taught it,,as I do ; who do believe 
and approve it^ 

Th^ poor cid man liaving fpoke as long as' his breatb. 
and fpirits would permit him, fat down ; and I again 
rjefumed the qiielUon,.as Lnow thought.on a much bet- 
ter foundation than before^.and was immediately told 
by another ragam,, that. there would he no end of the 
afTembly if w.e confidered every, point at once ; for we 
might next go upon what countries we fhould conquer, 
and of whom to demand tribute ; which would be de- 
bating'about'the fruit,. before the feed was fown. But 
his opinicn was,, to gOv on and queJl tlie rebelliön, and 
redore -j^ monarchy, and then, go upon the other 
Points, 
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I TOLD them> if they made fo light of the prcdiftion, 
as not to declare pvblkly, fince they knew it, what the 
ragam would have taught ; it ill became me to be more 
zealous in thcir own conccfins than they wcre them- 
felves ; and I fhouid' ima^ne thcre was very little 
truth in any part of it, and would ncver hazard roy 
Hfe for their fakes, who would not fpeak the truth to 
fiive the kingdom^ and defired ieave of tbe ftates for 
my dcparture ; for I was not a perfoö I told them to be* 
cajoled into any thing, 1 undertook it at firft volunta- 
nly i and no man could, or {hxMild compel nie to it ; niy 
Hie they might take, but my h©nour they (hould neVer 
üain ; though 1 was aifured I tovld e»GAy, with their. 
concurrence, complete allthat related ta them. 

The fenior Colaro^ immediateiy rifing, defired?" Wie 
to have a little p^ience, and notto leave the afTembly^ 
für I-was going out, tili I hadlicard him. 

Here is, fays he, this day a thing ftarted, which I 
tkink every whit as m^iich concems us all, and the ben-' 
dy, and every meaibejr of the people toi knoW, 2s it: 
does Peter ; and f am furprizcd, unlefs the prefcnt rar*^* 
gams believe whac their predecefTor would have taught 
to be better than what thiay now teläcfa, for nothing elTe ' 
canmakeusconfent to it, that they flionld.fcruple to . 
let u€ know it, and keep us Ignorant, who are wor* ^ 
ihipper« as well as themfelves, of auy matter whidl fo* 
nearly concems us to know. I am for obliging the ra*^- 
gams to declare the truth, If this be atrue prediftion, 
all the relatives to it are troe; and I inflft that we 
hear it, • 

This rpeech imboldened fevcral others, and all the 
populace ßding with the CoIiimb;s out of curioßty> er^^ed -

I. How c?an you prove it ? fays he; But pray inform 
me who they are f I came not hithcr great king, fays I, 
Po turn informer, "Lut- reformer ; and fo far as that is 
neceflary in order to this, I will give you fatisfäöipn, 
i only defire you will. whoHy guide yourfelf by my di- 
ye<5lion for three days ; and you Ihall be able to heip 
yourfelf to all the information you can require, without 
my telling you. In the mean time, appear no mpre 
thoughtful than ufual, or in any otlier way akcr your 
accuflomedhabits« 

Nasgig having fent me the fifty men, I alked them 
if they were to be trufted, j.nd if they could carefully 
and artfully execute a commiffion I had to charge them- 
with. They aißired nxe they would, I told ihem I 
would let them into my deljgn, which woujd be the 
Ueft inftruiftions -I could giv« them, and let the manage- . 
ment alpne to them, 

My confidence in them made them twice as diligent* 
as all the particular direÄions ia the World would 
Ivive done ; fo l, only told them I had a mind the revok- 
ediowns, ai^ alfo the cnenay's army, ihould know that 
the perfon fo long ago predifted of was npw 2iX Bran- 
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dieguarp, and had, as the firft ftep towftrds reducing 
them, and killing the traitor Harlokin, already altered 
thcir religion to the old ragam's plan ; apd that they 
had nothing now to expe<^ bm deftru<ftion to thent" 
fclves, as foon as I appeared agamft them with my 
' unknomn fire and fmoke, w hieb I aKi'ays carried with 
me ; and that the tliing was looked upon to be asgood* 
as done already at Brandleguarp ; and then to flip away 
again unpcrceived. They all promifed me exa<ä Per- 
formance, and wcnt off, 

Nasgig then coming in, I told bim he was now unr* 
der my command, and muft take fix bundred glumms 
with hira to Graundcvolet, teil Youwarkee to fhew bim 
my fiiip, and then he muft bring me the thirigs 1 had- 
dcfcribed to her by the name of cannon ; he muft bring- 
them by ropes, as I \Vasbrought ; and bring powder, 
whicli. (he would direft bim to, and about fifty hcary 
balls which lay in the roora with the powder* I told 
Um, if he thought he fhouid not have men enough, he 
muit take more \ and rauft be as e^ipeditious as war 
confiftent with fafcty. 1 defned him to teil You- 
warkee 1 boped in a ihort time tp fend for her, and all* 
the family, over to me. And now Nafgig, fays 1, my 
Orders are £niihed ; but, fays I, the king ! I muft affift 
that gci#*I man, I thereforc want to know tbe parti- 
cular times Barbarfa and Yaccombourf^c ufually ;meet- 
That, fays he, is every night when fhe is not with the 
king; for he is excefiive fjnd of her, and feldom lies- 
withüut her ; but whenever he does Barbarfa is admit- 
ted to her. And how can I knoW, fays I, when fhc 
will, or will not He with ihe king? When fhe is to lie' 
with him, fays he, the king never fups without her, 
Now, fays 1, yoii muft fhew me your lodginj, that T 
may find it in your abfcnce ; and give erders to the

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guard to let me, and whöever comes with me, cntcr at 
any time. He theii toök mc to bis Chamber j but 1 
paffed through fa many rooms, galteries, and paflages^ 
that I was füre I fhowld never iixid it again, fo I a&ed 
hina if Mäleck knew the way; and he affuring me he 
dicf^ I took ray leave of him* and he fet out for Grann- 
devokt»

. which thc king engaging to perform, we parted tili 

cvening. 

I CALL ED Maleck", and aflced'if he khew- the way to 
Nafgig's lodging. He told me very well ; and the timc 
being come, he cpndu^ed'me'thither ; whcre I had not 
waited long befor« the king came, moil of the court 
being in bed. I defir«d the kin^ to i^y jji tlie outer 
rooni tili 1 w^nt into thebed-chamber two or threc 
times, and l.thought we muft have put it. off tili anoiher 
night j but liftening once again, I found they were 
come i fo J called ihe king,«nd led him to theplace ; in«» 
tr^atipg him^ whatevcr he bcard to kecp his paticiice^

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or he WMild w»n all, We firft bcard muth amorous 
difcüurfe betw<»en Barbarfa and Yaccombourfe^ and 
tfaen the eiifuing dialogue«

Bar Nothißgi my love, but tkat mad fellow Peter» 
who fets up.for a conjurer.^ aad wants ws allio danc^ 
to his pip«.. 

Tac* l heard he overcäme the rag^ms at an arg»» 
mcnt about the Image. 

Bar. Why I do not know how ,that. was but it way 
the doating old ragam did their buiinefs ; and tryly the 
kjng's fingers itched to be ou Peter's fide, but 1 gave 
him a judieious ndd, and you know he dürft not dil- 
pleafe fo dear a friend as 1 amjfha, ha, ha ; am not I a 
lad fellow, my loVe^ to talk fo of my king ?

What fools are ^e king^ ! vjl endear 
vDuring to roake others happy, how ipifemble do w^ 
make ourfelvea ! how eafiiy arc we dcceiv^d by the 
defigning flattery ©f thofe bclow us I Ungrgtqful villain S 
dcgencrate ftruippet ! .1 hate you boife>P€twy&y9,b<?> 
give me your fword ; l wiü deflroy .tl2^m7boi;h i^ ijif 
very-aft. • ,i 

• HoiD, fir, fays I, your naajefty h9«s beard fufficient 
to found a true judgment uptm ; bui kicgs fhould not 
be executioners, or aft by paflion and revenge ; but as 
you would puniih tkat in others,' ib'xarefAliy avoid it 
y ourfelf« You, who- are ia fo exaitedL i»* f^^oD, a& .al* 
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ways to have it in ^ur power to puiiifH a known crime 
in individuals, have not thac neccffity to prompt you to 
a vioknt a6l, tbat private perfons have; to wiiom, it 
may be difficult to obtain juftice. Therefore, my advice 
is, that you fummon the Colambs tOf morrow ; when 
Barbai fa and Nicor cannot fail to auend ;.and I would 
likewife deiire Yaccombourie to be therc, you having 
great propofals to made to thc (latifs which you ihali 
waut her to hear^ I. will in the mean tirae preparc the 
fervants under ^«illy, and order M^leck with another 
poflee to attend, as by your command, to execute your 
Orders given by rae ; and I myfelf will erapeach thofe 
bad' perlbn« in public; and- Nicor, iflie will, not inge* 
nuoufly confeis.what commtilton he was charged with 
fi'oni Barbarfa, fhall be put to the torture Idireft, tili he 
diTcovers it* 

TPhr king was very^well pleafed wiih this methodf 
fö I ordered Quilly, as from the king, to bring all my 
ferv^nts to the älTeinbly, appotnting him his place. 
And Maleck^ to feleÄ.me fifty ftout perfons> and to 
"wait to exe«Ute my Orders on a figpal given« So foon as 
the afTembly met, l told them^ fince I.had concerned 
iiiyfelf to their ikW^my I had made At my bufmefs to 
learch inÄ> th« cauie of their calamliies ; and finding 
ibme of the tt^iters were now approached, not only 
nearto> but even 'inta the capital city ; hiS'majeiVy had 
therefore- erder«d me to afic their advice, what punifh« 
ment was adequate, hi their judgments, to the crime of 
confpiring againfl him and the ilate, and holding trea« 
fonable correfpondence with hlSstnemies, under the 
ihew of his greateft fuieuds« 

I &TOPP£T>^ and Ipoking at Barbarfa, he turned as 
pale as aihes, and was rifing to.fpeak j when the fenior 
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Colamb declared^ If any fuch thing couli he mzole ap- 
pear^ the common puniihment of Craihdoorpt was toa 
trivial ; bnt the/ deferired to be droped alive^ either in« 
to ho.ximo^ or mount Alkoet The feveral Colambs all 
^eclaring the iame to be tlieir judgmcpt^ and eirexi tbof^ß 
to be toä mild for their deCprts, I the») ftepi up to Bar«^ 
barfa^ who fat ort the king's left haad» as did Yaccom* 
lK>urfe on his right ; and teUing them and Nicor tbejr 
were all prifoners of ftate i I d«:livercd Barbarfa and. 
Yaccombourfe in cuftody to Quilly and his mcn^ andr 
Nicor, to Maleck and his men ; ordering them into fe- 
parate appanments^ with^ ftrift commands that neither 
fiiould fpcak to the other^ upon pain of the.laft pro» 
i)ounced jadgmeniL 

Barbaksa would have fpoke, and called out to the 
king, begging him not to defert fo faithful a fervant,. 
for the infinuations of fo vile a man as Peter. Biit the: 
king only told him^ the vile man would be made appear 
prefently^ and be hoped would meet bis deierts. 

. I T.HEN flood up, and told the ailembly the ^n^bok of > 
what we had heard, how it firil came to be dlfcovered^ 
ajod. that the king himfelf had been an ear witn'efs of it ; 
which the king cönfirming^ the wkole afTembly rang 
with confufion ; and revenge and indignatien appeared '- 
in every face. 

I XHEN propofed as we knew not what thatfe^ret 
commiflion was which Nicor was charged with^ having 
enough againft the reit, that Nicor might be brougbt 
üorth; and^ upon refulal to aniwer^ be put to tbc 

torture* 
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NicoR appearing bcforc the aflemblyj I told him, 
I was commanded by the king, to aik him what Com- 
miffion he was charged with by Barbarfa^ and to whom. 
I told him the fafefl way for his life, his honour, and 
his country, was to make a true confeffion at firfl 5 or 
I had authority to put him to the torture : For, as for 
flitting and banifbment, as they were too flight to atone 
for his offence, he might rcft fatisfied bis would be of 
another fort, if he hefitated at delivering the thing in 
its füll truth. 

My prelude tcrrifying him ; he openly conftffed, that 
his lafl commiiEon was to feveral towns, as fromthe 
king, and with his gripfack, to order thcir fubmiffion 
to Harlokin ; the king not being in any condition to 
rciieve tbem ; and that as foon as they had fnbmitted, 
Harlokin 5v^uld be let . into this city, which could not 
itand againfl him. 

He alfb declared^ that it had been agreed^jind the 
boundaries fettled, how far Barbarfa^ who was to be 
decla'red king, and marry Yaccombourfe, fhould govern, 
and how far Harlokin. That Barbarfa was to be itiled' 
king. of the eaft, and Harlokin king of the weft, and- 
that either of them, on the pther/s dying childlcfs^ was» 
to inherit the whole tnonarchy, 

The king declaring this to be all true, and that by 
my procuremcnt he heard it all mentioncd but the lall 
night, between Barbarfa and Yaccombourfe, as they 
werc: folacing theinfelves in bed ; the whole aflembly 
ocdered them to be brouglit out, carried with cords^ 
about tljeir necks, and prccipitated into mouftt Alkoe« 
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. I THEN bcgged- they might be (uffered tofpeak 
for themfelves before execution ; and acquaintiiig th^tfi 
feverally with the evidence ; I firft afl&ed Barbarfa what 
he had to fay againfl bis fentence } he declared bis am- 
bition^ and the ealinefs of bis mafter's temper, bad in- 
üigated bim to attempt what had been charged upon 
bim ; bavihg, as he thought» a fair opportunity of fo 
doing. I then aiked Yaccombourfe the fame qneftion s 
ihe anfwered me, her ambition had been her fole 
governor from a child, and I had done my worfl in 
preventing the progrefs of that ; and whatever elfe I 
could do, wai& not worth her nctice ; but to have reign« 
ed, fays fhe, with fome emotion, "was worth the lires 
of millions^ and over balanced every tfaing« 

. Ipleaded hsrd for Nicor^ as I perceived bim to be 
only the favourite's favourlte^ and not in the fcrape 
for his own views, more than what he might merit 
from his new mafier : And^ as he had dedared the 
truth, and I believed I might make further ufe of bim, V 
I obtained that he Jii^ht be only committed to me«; and * 
that r might hav^ liberty of pardoning or flitting, as I 
faw fit. And, as I expefted, he afterwards proved 
* very ufeful to me and my defigns, and 1 pardoned him«.A 

Before the affembly rofe, aparty of tVie natives of 
mount Alkoe were ordered to convey Yaccombourfe 
and Barbarfa to the mountain, flit their graundees, and 
drop them there. And tlius cnded ihe lives of thefe 
two afpiring perfons. 

Wh EH 1 cant3 borae, I callcd Nicor befor« me, 
You know, fays I, Nicor, you are obhged to me for - 
this moment of your life ; but I do not rei^ind you of 
it for any return I want to myfelf ; but as you arefen* 
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fiblc my' endeavoürs are to fefve this ftate, I ofFer you 
lifc and freedom, upon conditien you employ your ut* 
»oft diligence to repair your paft condutfl, by a free de* 
claration of every rhlng in your power, that may be for 
thc benefit of thc kingdoxn j as you know'Jrhe fprings 
by ^hich all thcfe bad movements hare fecen fet at 
work.. And I defire your opinion^ how beft to coun» 
terad the ichetnes formed^ and redre& tfie evils. 

Nicaiii>eing fülly convinoed of bis «-ror, and hav* 
ing loft. ins patron^ was "very fubmiffive ; and declared, 
be bedieined üone of the proininces would have gone 
ever to Harkiidn^ uniefs they had thought it had been 
by the king's ordier fiarbarfa a^ed>; which by hearing 
Ins gripfack^ they made no ^oubt of. He advifed to 
fehd exprefles, with the king's gripfack, to fuch places 
as had lately fabmitt^d, and to foch as were atout it, 
¥o püt a ftop to them. I told him I had done that s but 
not by the gripfack, lays he, and unlefs they fee and 
hear that, they will give no credit to the meffage. He 
tben gave me Tome particular hints in other affrirs, of 
no rocan -confcqucnce ; and feeing him truly under con- 
cern, and to my thinking (incere in what he faid^ I told 
him, I was an Abfdute enemy to confinemcnt, and if 
any perfon of repute wonld engage he fhould be at 
forthcoming upon all occafions, that I might have re« 
courfe to him, I would let him have his liberty. 

■ PooR Nicor, as it commonly happens to great men in 
difgrace, finding himfelf abandoned by all his friends^ 
after trying every body 5 dropping fome tears, told me 
next morning, he was highly feniible of what a dye 
bis ofFences had been 5 for that not one amongft all his 
former friends would even lock upon him in hisprefent 
<:ircumftanccs ; wherefore he muft fubmit to fate.

I coNSULTED W4th Nafgig^ .liow Harlokin's army 
lay, that I might avoid the revolted towns, rather 
chooiing lo take them in my return 5 for my dedgn 
was to encüunter Harlokin ürli 5 and I did not ^oubt if 
I-conquered him, but the.towns would furrender of 
cüurlc..- 

* Wh Elf we arrüved within a fmall flight of bis army, 
i caufed a halt at a proper place for my cannon; and 
having pitched them, which I did by feveral ftat ftones 
one on another to a-proper elevation 'r 1 loaded theni> 
and alfo^my fmall ar ms, confiiling of fix mufkets, and 
threebrace of piftöls j ' and placing my army, rwo 
thoufand juft behind me, two thoufand to my right, 
and the fame number to my left ; 1 gave a ftricl cöm- 
mand for nonc of themto ftir fdrwards witheut orders; 
which Nafgig, who flood juft behind me* w4s to give: 
I then fenta defiance to Harlokin? by a gripfack ^ who 
lent me word, he fought for a kingdom, and would ac- 
(:cpt it 5 -and as I learnt afterwards, h^ was glad I did ; 
fof ßnce ihc.inteHigcnce I had fcattcred in his army,

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they bad ingreat numbcrs deferted bini, and he was> 
afraid it wouM have proved generaLI thcn putüngthc 
end of a match into a piftol-parii witb a. little powder, , 
by flafhing, lighted k»; and this I put under my<chair^ 
for I (it in that, wirb my muikets thrce on eacb fidc, a 
piftol in my right band, and live more in my girdle.- 
In iliis manner I. waited Harlokin's coraing, and in 
about an bour Vfc faw tbe van of bis army^ confliling 
bf about five thoufand men, ^vbo flewr in üve layers, 
otie 9ver anotber. I bad not loaded my cannon witli 
ball, but fmall fized flones, about fixty in «acb.; and 
feeing tbe lengtb of their line, I fpread my cannons 
TOOutbs fomewhat wider than their brcacbes, and then . 
taking my obfervation by a brigbt ftar, for there was - 
a clear dawn all round thc borizon, I obferved, as I reti-. 
red to my cbair, how that ftar anfwered to tbe eleva- 
tion of my cannon i and when tbe foremofl ranksi who 
110t ieeing my men ftir, wcre.approacbing almoft over 
me to fall on them, and bad come to my pitch ; I fired 
two pieces of my ordnance at once, and £o mauled 
them, that there dropped abuut ninety upon tbe firfl dif-* 
Charge, togtther wilh their Commander 5 tbe rell being 
in flight, and fo clofe together, not being able to turn 
fall enough to üy, being ilopped by thofe behind them, 
npt only bindred thofe bebind from tursimg about, 
bttt clogged up their own palTage : Seeing them in fuch 
a clpiler, I fo fucccfsfully fired two naore pieces, that I 
brqqgbt down double tbe number of tbe ürft ibot ; and 
then giving the word to fall on» my cutlafs-guard, and 
tbe pike^ien dtd prodigious.execution. Bnt fearing tbe 
main body fiiould advance before we bad got in order 
again, I commattided them to fall back to their former 
itationsa and to let tbe remainder of the enemy go off* 
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Tüis did.Yne more good in the event, ihan if I l^d 
killed twice as many ; for they^iot only n^ver return* 
ed thein*£&lves, tot fiying Tome ta-the rigbt,- fome to 
the left, and pafGng.by the two Avingi of their own ar-- 
lay, confiiliog of ßx thoufand men each ; they feverally * 
reported» that they .were aJl that wasieft of the .whole 
vanofxhe army ; and that the predi^Stion would cet- 
P tainly be fulfUIed^ for that their.companions had died 

by fire and finoke« This repprt itruck futh terrof into . 
each wing^ that every one.ihifted. for^himfelf^ a^ . 
rtcverappeared more. . - '-- *•- 

The main battle, confiftingf pf abovl ten^höu&nd^ 
men, knowing^nothing pf what -^had happ^ed to the 
AKcing$, for Harlokin had ordered the-woigs to take a . 
greatcompafs round to inclofe us;,hearing we were> 
buta^handfuU advanced boldly; and. as I had ordered 
my men fiot to niount too high ; the enemy funk to their 
pitch, When they carae nearer, I alked Nafgig who 
)cd them, and if it was Harlokin. He told me no, his 
general, but that he was behind ; and Nafgig begging 
me to iet him try his ikili with the general, 1 confentedi 
^ they not being yet come to the pitch of my cannon* 

Nafgig immediateiy took the graundee^ and advancing 
fingly with one of my cutlalFes in his band, challenged 
the general to fingle combat. He like a man of honour 
acc^pting it, ordered a halt, and to it they went, each 
emulous of glory» äiid of taking all the advantage he 
could, fo that they did not fuddenly Artke or pufli ; but 
fometimes one, then the other was nppermoil, and 
ivhirling expeditioufly round, idet alrooit breait to bread, 
when the general, who had not a pike, bnt a pikeftafF 
headed with. ä great ftone, gave Nafgig fuch a Ib'oke 
on his head» that he reeled and funk confiderably ; and 
I began to be in pain for him» the general lowering af- 
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ter him. But Nafgig fpringlngforwardbeneath lüni; 
and rifing light as alr- behind the gqneral> hadgained hiß 
lieight again before the general couid tarn abouttodiC- 
cern hkn ; and then plungmg-for ward, and receiviqg a 
üroke a-crodä his left arm; at the fame.time lic gavc 
tbe general <fuch a blow near the out-lide of the ihouL- 
der, as flk. the. graimdee almoft dowa to his hip, ,and 
toük away p^rt of tlie ftefh of the. left arm; ;upon which 
the general feil fluitering down in vaft pain very-uear 
me ; but' not- before Nafgig, in his fdli, .atvtke fame 
time dercending,.had taken another fevere cut atliini.- 
IiyiiMEJ^iATfiLY'^upon this.>defeat, Nafgig: a^ain took 
bis place behind me j our army fiiouting^to the Ikies* 
J^t no foonerhad the> general .dropped^ but on came 
Harlokin, with naajeily and tcrror mixed in his looks r 
and feeraing ta diöaui the.. air he rode on^ waved his 
men to tbe attack with his händ. When he came near 
enough to Jiear jne, Ixalledhim vile traitör, to oppofe 
the army. ofiik.lawful.fovereignj telling him, if he 
wouid fubmit, he. fliould be received to mercy^. Bafe 
creeping infeft^ fays Harlokin, if thou has ought to Tay 
to me worth hearing, meet me 4n the air f tbis band 
ihall fhew thee foon, who will moft want mercy . And 
though I fcorn to iloop to thee myfelf, this meffcnger 
&all iatisfy the world that thou art an impoilor^ and 
fend thee lifelefs back to the fond king that fent thee 
hither. With that^ he, hurled a javelin pointed with 
flint, iharp as a needle, at me ; but I avoided it. This 
then, fays I,if words will not do, (hall julüfy the truth 
of our predidion. And then levelling a muiket at him^ 
I ihot him through the very heart, that he feil dead 
within twenty paces of me j but perceiving another to 
take his room^ notwitbRanding the confußon my muflcet 
Lad made amüngü: them^ I ran to my match^ aqd giving 
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firc to two morc picces of^örchidnee at the fame time;, 
they feil fo« tliick about me, thatvibad enöugh to d6< 
to efcape being rrujthed to'd^th by thefb^ and the liv- 
ing rexnainder feparating^ fied quite away, and put an ' 
end.to thewar» I waited in the ficW ihree< days, to » 
fce. if they would make head agaih f but they wert fd 
far from it> thatvbefore I could return> as I found af* 
tenvards, moft ^ the revohe^ ^pröVlnces häd fent their- 
deputies, who themfelves carried the firll news of the* 
xlefeat, to.beg to be receivcd.into metcyj all of wliom. ■ 
were detained tUcre, tili my retum with Harlokln'i'. 
head./ " 

At I tay^ ireturn to FÄn^kfgiHirp; 1 ^waa • mrt :by the 
kingi the Colambs^ aikda^kbil ihe-wboie' bödy öf rh^ 
j^eople ; every man, woman, än^' chitd, with twd 
fty^ecoe- light« in t-heir hands; wblch uirafual iight iii 
^e air, gave roe gfeat alarm, tiiri inquired of Nafgig ' 
what it xiieant ; who told me, \t muft certainly be a 
ftveecoaq, or hc knew not what itwas. 1 aficing agaitf 
what he^ tocftüt-by that ; he, told ineit-was a p^ticu-^ 
kr way of »ejpking he had heard ofj but never feen ;'. 
wherein, iftheliing goesin triumph, ällthepeople of , 
Brandleguarp, froraiixtfeen to fixty, are obliged.tö at-' 
tend him with fweecoes. He faid it was reported : 
amonglV them, that in BegfurbeckV time there were. 
two vof thcin, but there had becn nonefmce. 

Wh EH we met theai, I perceived they häd op^ncd 
iiito two liues orranks ofa prddigious length ; at the 
further end of which, was the kitjg, with innumerable 
jights- about him i the whoJe . look«d like a pirodigious 
avenue or villo of lights, bounded at- the further end, 
where the king was, with a pyranaid. of lighti Tbishad' 
tlic moil.ibleinn and magntficent efFeÄon tße eye, ^hat 
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any thing of light could poflibly have r^botas wc paiTed 
through the ranks^ each of the fpe^ators baving t\Vo 
lights, one was given lo each (bldier of the whole army. 
And theh to look backward, as well as forward, the 
beautjr oCthe fccne was inexpreQible. We marched 
all the Wi9y amidft the. fliouts of people, and the found 
of the gri^acjks> going vciryj flowly between the ranks, 
and at length arriyuig at the pyraroid, where the hing 
was i I heard .abundance.of fweet^voices, chÄuntingmy 
a(^ions in triumphal fongs* £m I could take little no-^ 
tice of thefe, or of.niy^ fon with bis flagellet amongft 
them, for the extravagant appearance of the pyr^mid« 
which leemed to reach the very iky; for firft, ih.re 
was alongjine. of afuU half mi^e^. whidi hoyeredat 
even hejght wich the two fi4'^ raric? ; in the centre of 
that, and over it, was the kiag.fingli^,; over hioi; ano- 
ther line, ihorter than the firil^ and again over that^ 
ihorter and fhorter lines ; tili at a prodigious height^ it^. 
ended in one fingle light. Thfffr alt hovering, kept 
tbeir ilations ; while the king d^ried^ä liltk fpace for«' 
ward to meet me, aud congratulate my^fuccefs.; then 
ti3rning,.andpreccd.ing me, the whole pyramid turne J^ 
and marched befor£ us ; fingiiig all the way to the cityr ^ 
the pyramid changtng feyeral times into divers forms^ 
as into fquares, half moons, with the horns fometimes 
ere(5l, and again reverfcd,^ aud varioüs dther figurcs ; 
and yet amonglt this infinit eo AiiQiber of globes, there* 
was not the leaft glaring or cfFenfive light ; but only 
what was agrceable to the people themfel^cs/ As-tlie. 
lear of the army.cntered the lines, they tlofed upon ity 
and followed US into Bcandleguarp. While we pafled 
the city to the palace, the whole body. of people kept. 
hovering^ .tili the king .and myfelf were aljghted 5 and 
then every one alightcd where he bell could* AU the 
ikeets and Jivenues tathe pjtlace, wexe blodced upwithf 
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pcople, crowding to rcceivc the'king*s beneücence ; for 
ke liad prodaimed a feaft, and open hoo&keeping tp 
the people for fix days. The king, th ecolambs^ ragams, 
and grfeat ofHcers af ftate, with myfclf; had a magnifi- 
cent enter tarn meiit>][x'epared us in Beglurbeck's great 
room ; and his majeftyaftftcr fupper, being rtry impa- 
tient to know »^how »the ■battle -^ent, 1 told hito, the 
only valowous exploit -was performed by my friend 
;Na{gig, who opened the way-to'^öory, by the fläugh- 
ter of Harlokin's general. Nafgigtheii rofe» defiring 
only tbat4b mueh might be attributed to him, as^for- 
^une had accidentally tlu'own into liis fcale ; for h 
«might have been equally his fate^as the generalis, \o 
have fallen.; bot except that ikirmiih^ fays he, and^foine 
fiying cuts atthe van, wc have had no.engageYnent at 
all ; nor have we bft a fingle man ; -Peter only fitting 
in/his chair, and commandingvvi^ry: He-fpake aloud 
but thrice, and whifpered once K)<them ; but fo powcr- 
fuUy , th^t having at the two iirft words laid above 
thrce hondred of the enemy at their lengths, and brought 
Harlokiri J» hisieet with a whifper ; at the third-word 
he.£oncluded the -war. The Mrhole time from the ürfl 
fight of the enemy, 'to their total defeat, took not iip 
niore fpace than one might fairly fpend in tra verfing 
his majeily's garden. In (hort^ fir, fays Nafgig, your 
majefiy needs no vother defence againil public 'Ot pri« 
vaitejeiiiemies as I can fee, than Peter; and myprofef^ 
fion, whilft' he is with us^ can he of little ujfe to the 
ilat«, 

Afteh thefe complimcnts from Nafgig, andfeparate 
onesfrom the king and the rell ; I tdd them it was 
the,greateft iclicity to me, to be made an InArument by 
the great Collwacr^ in .freeing fo mighty t kingdom, 
and confiderable a people, from the mifery of a tyran- 
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fiieJ4 power. ITou Unc, fays I, fo happily uiider tke 
mild goveihinient of , Georigeui^ thatit is fhockii^ 
' 6ut to thlnk into what a diflrdTed' flate yan mufl have 
Ttalleir, imdf r tbc power of an ufurper ; who claiming 
all as his-owfi by wij of cQx^ueO;, WQu)d have reduced 
y ou to a süferabie fejrviuide, S^tj i^y s d,- there is> and 
I am forry to tfee it^.ilill a amorigft you^ an evril. th^c 
. you great ones feel not j and yrt it ^ries for r^drels» 
Are we not all, from the^ldqg tp tlie meanelt Wretdx 
amongft us,.fornied with the fain« fnembers} do we 
bot ill Isireath the fame air f inhablt the fame earth f 
^ are we not all fubjeft to^tj^e fame diforders, and do \ve 
not all feel pain and pppreffion alikei haye^we aot »U 
the fame fenfesi the laipe f^cMties'f , and in ihort, are 
we not all eqnaily creatures ofj and tfenrants ^ to the 
fame mafter, the great CoUwarr ? Would^tiot the king 
have been a flave, but for the accident of being begot» 
ten by one who was 4 king ? and would no^ the poor- 
efl creatvtre amongft us have been tiie kix^, had. he 
beeu fo begottcn i Pid you great men, by any fupe- 
rior n4erk befbfe your births, procure a title to the 
high ftations in which you are placed ? No, you did 
not, Therefore give me leave to teil you, what I 
would have done. A» eveny man has equal right to tlic 
proteftion of CoUwarr, why whea you have no enemy 
to diftrefs you^wirll you diftrefs one another ?

AtoNö the Whöle face b^ th« r«cky bounditig tfte 
ftro^ts and the circle, thcfti ai^e arch^Wsiys 1 thofe in the 
eircleand the fpur crofs fifc^efs for thegentry and bettef 
people^ and thofe in the outer itfe^ts for ib^ meaner 1 
and it is as eafy to know, as by a fign, where a great 
man lives by the gfandeur of bis entradce, and lavifh 
diftribtition of the piltars, carving, and (Istoes of his 
portico within atid without j for as they have no doors^ 
you may kK>k in, and are tiöt forbid emrance; and 
fhough it IkouM'look ödd to aii £og)!fr readtr^ that: 
an Engtilhman finmld fpeak with pleafure of a land of 
darknefs^ &s that almöft wa^ ; yet# I am fatisfied, who« 
ever fhall (et it afler me wiil be pef fnaded, thut for the 
real grandeur öf tiicir enttshce^, and for the magnifi* 
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cet^ce of the apartmients and fcvilpture^ no part of the 
utMverfe . can produce tlie like ; afld though withia 
doors there is no o^her manner of light thaii« the 
fweecoesy y et that^ i^'hen you are pacse ufed to it^ is fo 
agreeable and free fponi alLnoi&me (avour^ that Inevei; 
once regretted the lofs of the fua wkhm doors, though 
I ofien have when abroad^, but thei^ t^t would bein» 
jurious to the proper inhabitants, tboi^h. they can no 
inore fee in total dar khefs than-myfelf. 

I HAvs been over fome of thefe private houfef^ 
which contaiu it may be tliirty rooms gr^at and fmall^ 
ibrae higher, fome lower, fulL of fwetcoe-hghts, and 
extreniely well proportioned and beautiful; 

Th& king*ä palace, with all the apartments, flands 
in and takes up one fqll fourth jvirt of th^ fqvare of the. 
whole. City,. and is indetd of itfclf.a perfcä.city« 

There is no great man^s houfe without one ok 
raore long gallerics for the ladies to divert them&lves 
at divers fports- ia« pantcularly atone like our bc^ls 
on a bowlhig green, and.fora«what like nibe holes, at 
which they play for<wines,.,and drinka great deal, foc;. 
none of them will intoxicate* 

In my walk and furvey of thfc city, one- of th> Co- 
lambs bieing making a hpufe to refide in wben at Bran^ 
dleguarp, I had the curiofity- to go in. I.faw there 
abundance of botts fland filled With a gi^eenifii liquor» 
and' aiked Quüly what that was, he faid it was what 
the flonenien ufed in making the houfes. I proceeded 
flirther in, where J faw feveral men at work, an^ 
^ayed a good while to obferve theoi« Each man ha4 
^ botfc of thts Uquor in his left hand^ and (lood befbre a 
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large bank of ftonc it may bc tbirty feet higli, reacbing 
forward up to the ceiling of the place^ and afcending 
by fteps ifrom bottom to top^ the workmen flanding 
lome on one üep fem« on anotiier, poukrmg t)if this 
liquor with their lefc hands, and witb their ri^t hokl* 
^ng a wuodea tool, fhaped like a Uttle fpadle ; I ob^ 
ferved whercver thcy poured oa this water, a. fnxoak 
arofe for a little fpace of titne, and then the place 
turned white, whicfa was fcraped öff like fine powder 
with the fpadle hand, and theo pouring new liquor, he 
fcrapfd again, working «11 the while by fweecoe ligbcsi 

. Havxng my wauh in my podcet I meafiircd a fpot 
•f a yard bng, aboui a foot high, and a foot iad a lialf 
on the Upper flat, to fire heW lodg he Woold be fbtdi« 
ing down that piece, and he goC it away in a little above 
two hours ; by this means I came to know ix)W theyc 
made their boufes, for I had netther feen any leol l 
thought proper, 07 even iroü itfeif, except my own»> 
ünce l catne into: Ute couiUry^ Upon mquiry> I fouiid 
tjiat the fcripitigj» of thit*ilone, aüd a pottion of cwA'^' 
monearth, mixed with a water they häve, ^ill teihent 
likepladers and they ufe ik in the fmall ornamental 
work of their buildings« I then wesc further into this 
houie^ wherf I £aw one makiug tbe ügure of a glumm 
by the fame method ; but it flanding upright In the 
folid rock againft the wall, the workman held bis lacpor ' 
in an opeu (hell, and dipping fuch üuS as my bed waa . 
made of, bousd up in fliort roBs, fome^ larger fome lefs, 
IntQ the ]i(|Uor) he touched the figure, be then fi:rape4 
tili he had reduced it into a perftdt piece« 

' Ir is impoflxble to imagüie how this work r»h away ; 
for. in teU) months time a/ler 1 faw it, i\as houfe. was 
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compleated, having a great number of fine, large, anrf 
lofty rooms in it exquUitely carved to all appearance.^ 

. Mt wondcr ceafed as to the palace, when I faw how 
eafily this work was done ; but füre there is no otiier 
fach room in the world as Begfurbeck's that I defaibed 
before. 

The palace, as I &td before, takingup one quartcr 
öf iliccity^ opens into foor ftreets by four different 
arches ; and . before one of the fides ^hich I call the 
front is a large triangle, formed by the cntrance out of 
one of the crofs fireets» and the twö ends öf the front 
of the palaee% Along the lower front of it, all the way 
runs-a piazza of confiderable height, fupported by vafl . 
roond columns, which feemed to bear up the whoi)e> 
front of the rock j ovcr which was a gallery of ccjual- 
length wich ballufträdes along it, fupported with piUars 
<rf'a -yet finer naake, and over thata pcdiment with- 
divers figures, and other work to th6 top of tlie rock 5 
wiucb being there quite even^or it« whole length, Wasi 
inclofed with balluflrades between pedeiUls all the way, 
ob which (lood the (latues of their ancient kiugs, fo large- 
as to appear equal tothe life, The other two fides of the 
triangle were dwellings for divers officers belonging to- 
thef rpalace« Under the roiddle arch of the piazza, was- 
the way into the palace^ through a long, fpaciöus, arched 
paflage, whofe further end opencd into a large fquare 5^ 
ou each (ide of this pafTage were large ftair-cafes, if I .' 
may fo call them, by which you afcend gradual)y,^acd^ 
without Aeps, into ihe upper apartmenu, 

* The next moming we took another walk, ftr Ftoid 
$^iUy, 1 had a mind to takea profpe^l'of'the conntryi- 
we then went out at the back arch of the palace,. as- 
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fands of othlrV , «^ "'S*' wer thehead, ofihou. 

But fof he gram of it, and fonie few outward n,ari 
fay» I, I could hav« fiv«m I had enen fome T^t 
country beef H.e other day at the ^ tle. 1 ^ 
not know M^hat your b^, a..you caH h, 1s, but I am 

ftys I> Qu%» «»ow yonr cooks drefs their vitfiusfls. I 
hare eaten many tWngsboifed, »«d «herwife dreft 
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hoti but have ftea uo rircrs or vrater fince I c^me 
into thi$ country^ except for drinking or wafliing my 
hAnds, aad I do hot know where that comes from. 
And another tloog, fajs I, ihrprizes me, though I fee 
no fim as wß have lo warm the air, you arc very tem- 
pi^-ate in tl)e tows^ and it it fiekiom cold liere ; but I 
fi^it;Jicr fo^ fire or fmoäk. We bare, fays Quilly, feveral 
yery:gaf>d fpringf undcr the palaoe, botb of hbt water 
dn4 coM, sin4 ^^^ 1^^ kncmr what we (honid do with 
fires, we fo« the dread of tliem (Wficiently at moimt 
JVJkoe. Our eooks drefs their fniits «t the bot fprings« 
TlHit is ^ fjKicy, ftya I, they cannot boil them" there. 
I *m füve we have no otber drefling, fays he. Well, 
.QviUy) fays I> w« will go bosae now the way you told 
jne of, and 4q-«boxtow you fliall fiiew me the fprings ; 
>ttt pray> how coißc you to b^ fo much afraid of roount 
•Alkoe ? I flippei^ your eyes will' not bcar üie light, is 
not that Ül i No, no, fays Qutlly, that is thecountry of 
bad xa^n » fomf ofnshav« Hawn over there arcidentally, 
when the mountalniiasbeeB coo>, ttskh fometknes for a 
good M'hile together,and have heard fuch noifes as would 
frightai any hofieft man ont of bis fenfes ; fof there 
lliey beat and punift bad inen* I conld not make much 
cif bis ftory, nor did I inqnire ^rther ; fcr I had before 
deterouned if polfible to gct over thither. As we were 
now qoine »Uto the g^rden, I erdered Quilly to get 
ready mj diqger, and I woukl come in prefently* 

We went nes^t ipoimiiigto view the fpring^^ and 
indeed jt was a iight well wonh confidering ; . we were 
in divers officcs under %he rock^ (QniHy c-arrying two 
jjlobe-ligbu before me) tn which were fprings of very 
clear w^tqr, fonieof bot, and ibme of cM, rtltngwiriiui 
vwo or three inches of the forface of the lloor. Wei then 
went into tiie i^tchen, which ^wai bigger t&an I ever 
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faw one of our churches ; and wliere were a great 
number of thofe fprings, the hot all boiUng füll fpeed 
day and night, and fmoaking like a caldfon^ the water 
ridng through very fmall chinks in . the flone^ into 
bafons, ferne bigger, fome lefs ; and they had feveral 
deep ftone jars to fet any «hingto boilin. But what was 
tke moft forprizing, yoa ibould fee a fpring of v6ry cold 
water, within a few feet of one of hi^t^ apd tbey never 
rife higherj, or fink low«r ihan wh.ere they ar-e. I talk» 
ed with the roailer cook, an ingeiiioDS man about them; 
and he told me, they lie ia this m^nner all Qver the 
rocky part of the country ; and that the firft üiing any 
one does in lookinjg onr for ä houfe is to fee for t|id 
water, whether both hot and coid may he founi) Withm 
the compafs ke deiigns to make ufe dt', flnd finding that^ 
he goes oa, or elfe fearches «nother plgc^. . And he 
toid me, where diis convenience was not in groeat plen* 
ty, the people did not inhabit f whkh made the tewns 
all fo very popnfeus. He faid too, that thofe warm 
fprings made the^air more wholefome about the towns« 
tha« in other partes where thiere were nbne of them; 
> thaaked him for hls iniormatioff, whkh finiflied my 
fearch for that time«

MiL£CK Baving chofen me out fourfcore of His cöun- 
trymen, in about a month's time I traaed them np to^ 
the kaowledge of roy pißolsj^ and cutlaffes, and the 
management of them ;. and taking a cheft with mc for 
the arms and otlier neceilaries,. w« falllcd up to the 
black mountäin.

Some faid it couid ijot he tili midfiight, oi vpry near it, 
and oth^rs^ that it ivoüld be almofl next morning. How« 
tver, we weht to dinner, and coming again about lix 
o'clock by my tvatph, I was told by the people oii the 
rock, as tihe gcneral opinioni for it was then topfull^ 
Chat chey could not yet be cxpeAed a long time, and 
the mRJor part fcdncluded, tiiey could not be near half 
way home yet ; Wheft on a fudden, we hearda prodi- 
gtous iho»t fröm the mountain 5 which growing nearer 
and nearei' to üs^ and louder and louder ; in a few mo- 
ments <iaitie a flirrt young fellow, and ninibly alighting 
OB the rock, tripped brilkly fbrward, as not able to ilop 
himfelf at once, from the violence of the.fdrce he came 
with ; änd deliväred me a ietter from Lafmeel, as I was' 
fittingm my chair. t gave him joy of the prize^ and 
ordered him to come to my apaf tment, fo foon as I got 
hüitte, and he lliould have lt. I then afked hiro where 
he teft the othcr flyers ; he told me he kncw nothing of 
them, fintÄ he came paft the forges In hisrKurtt; for 
there he met thcm going to LafmeeL \Vhy that, fays 
Vot.

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I, muft be a great way on thia fide thc goverpör's^ He 
told me about half an huur'sflight. I theji. told hiöj as 
he mtid be flrained with (b hard a flight» it would be 
better if hc lay down, and calied on me in the roorning. 
He thanked me very kiijdly, and after he had told me 
his name was Walfi, he faid he would take my advice, 
and fpringing up as light as air, went oF: The rock be« 
ing quite thronged with thofe who liad foUowed frorai 
the mountain, to fee the viäar. 

When Walfi came in, it -was jtift feven o'-clock by 
my watch; fo that according to the beft computation 
by miles^ 4 coüld make from their defcriptions of things, 
I judged he had flown at little more or jefs,,than at the 
ra^ 0^|iinile a minute. 

I STA TED tili ncar jilne p*cl6ck upbn the rock ^ 
Jähere it being cold, and the time tedious, I was taking 
Quilly home with me, and deOgned that Maleck (hould 
wait for the Coming of the fecond ; biit hearing agam a 
fhout from the mountain, I reftüvcd to fee the fecond 
i:ome in myfelf. The noife increaßng, I pefently faw 
rhe whole air füll of peoplq, very near me, for J had 
retired 0ear two hundred paces from: the edge of the 
rock, to.give room to the flyers to alight, aiad expeiftcd 
hothiug lefs than to be borne down by them ; when I ' 
ipied two compciitors, one ju<l over the back of ihe 
other i the uppermoft bearjng down upon the other's 
graundee ;'their heads being jiift equaJ,, fo that the un- 
der plan perceiving it impoffible lo fink lower for the 
rock, or to monnt higher for the man above him ; aud 
as darting fide ways would lofe time, and fearing to

Tu US tbey lay for a confiderable time . breatbrefs 
wad motioDiels, fave the working of tbeir lungs, atid 
beaviog of ^b«r breafts ; wliea eacb alked me, if be 
was not tbe firft j and ihe undcr man giving mf a Ictter, 
l told thcm no, Walfi bad been in almoft two bours 
ägo.- Tbey borb faid it was impoffible, tbey wcrc fnre 
no glunnn in thc Doorpt could outfly either of tliem. I 
•rdered tbem botb tocall an me in tbe morning, and I 
wouU fee. tbey (boHld bave rigb>donc to tbcir preteir- 
fioDs.

The next morning, Walfi. was tbe firft at my apart, 
ment, wben I happening to be with tbe king, and

courfe with bim about bis fligbt. And as women are 
very inquifitiYC,flie diftinguiflicd by tbe flyer's anfwcrs, 
R a 
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fpeecb, ihape, and-manncr of addfeft^ that it was oen- 
tainly a gawrey flie was talking with ? though &e had 
cndeavourcd to difgujfe hedelf, by rpiliog in her hair>^ 
and tying it round her head with a broad chapict like a. 
jnau ; ani by the tliinnefs of. h«r bpdy^ and fiatnefi of ^ 
her brcafts, raight fäiriy enoughr baye palftrd for #ntf 
to a lefs penctratUg ey« than Youwarkoe'^; Bat Yöu^ 
warkee puttbg Tome queüipns to her>.affld Äying flie 
was mor.e like a ga^vrey tl^an a g^rotn^ fiie put tb« 
poor girl, for fo it was> ta thebhft, and at laft fbm 
confcflcd tbe d«ceit 5 but, upoa^ber knee»» beg^d You- 
warkee not tp QttntiaA it^ fbjr U W0ild b« h^ un». 

Tais coßfefljpn gave Youwaxköea fairopportuav^ 
tjr of aiWng how ilic came to be an adventHrer for tbi* 
ftrt of prize. Tbe ^rl; finding tbei c was «a reaacdy^ 
frankly confeflcd, (he had a fitong affedHbn for a glumi» 
boß, who,was avcry ftout ghimm^ ibc fcid, bvtfeme- 
vhat too «orpulent for fpeedy flight i wbo «v«r fm:^ 
^ prizßhad bee» propofed,. couW r«ft neiiher »tgiit 
nor dayj to tJ>ink be was not (b welt-qualified to put ^i> 
for it as others ; cfpecially one Naggitt, who he well 
kncw made his addreifes to her ; and alfo was an ad- 
v^ntnr^r<L.Ha4 it beena niattcr of ÄrcjBgfth, valoMr^oc 
«lanhgiQd^ iaya h#, Iliadbad tbe beil.oifchances for it^y 
but to be M^dcx a natural incapacity of obtaiping t^ 
gloricu^ a pri?f^ a&^<v^n the kiag hinofelfas not xnaüer 
of fufrb anothen» I canoot bcian it* She rlien fatd, he ba<b 
toid her> he was refolved co give in his^. name^and 60* 
bis utmoil though he died in the llight. What l .faid 
he,.i}iaU I fce Naggilt run away witU it, and perliapa 
with yovL too, whcn he- has tliat to lay at your feet,^ 
whicb^no glninm el& can* boalLot ? No, I will ov^rcowe^ 
or nei(er come homo 'witbaul< it#. (>\ muft con^f f^#« 
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Madam, fays Walfi, as I knew his high fpirit could ne-^ 
ver bear to be vanquifhed, 1 was afraid he would b^ aa 
good as his word, and come to foine unlucky end s s^nd 
toid bim, tliat though he need not have feared being 
conqueror in any thing elfe, had it been propofed $ yeC 
in flight, there were fo many, half glumms as they 
were, who from their e&minate make and fize, and 
little value for any thhig elfe, would certainly be in be* 
fore iiim ; that it was unworthy of a thoro]Ligh glumia 
to contend with them, for what conld be abtained only 
by thofe, who h&d no right to, or fhare in any thiug^ 
more excellent, a6d that he muil therefore not think of 
more than ld& fatigue forhis pains» But as he had fet 
bis beartfo mucb uppn it»I would entcr, and try to 
get it for him, as irom my ßze and make^ I believed 
fcfw would have a better chance for it than myfelf. 
And thanks to Gollwarr,. Madam> fays flie, J hepc to 
make him eafy in it,.if you^iWill bat pleafc to concea^ 
your knawledge, of who,-juid»wliat I am. 

YouwARiCEE wasinightily pleafed with her ftory, 
and p]:omifed ihe would ; but engaged her to come 
again to her apartment, fo foon as ihe was poiTeiTed of 
the prize. . 

When I retarned, hearing Walfi waitcd £br mc, l 
Icalled him in, read, the letter hebirought, and.fiftding 
it Lafmeers, I looked oyer my lift for Walfi's nam^j 
for I fet them all down as they entered, and Unding it 
the very iaft name of all, änd that it was entered but oi> 
the morning the race. was flown : So, fays I, Walfi, I 
find the laft at ent^ring if the firll at returning ; biit 1 
fec you haye böen there, by what Lafmeel haslcnt me^ 
thongh there were fome . lad night, who qucftioned ifj 
by your fo i^eedy retum» Hpre, fays I^ take the prize^ 
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and feethcy are^4y wfcd in the fcrvice of 3W)ur coim* 
fry> and then I difhiified hon. 

Mt two tempetitors appeared next,^ for the cutläfs r 
aad häd «ach of th^m many ^rgumems to prevail witK 
mcy in favour of bim s but I told them Ivavdl do jitiViGe^ 
and tbat, though the diÄlerence was fo very fmall bc- 
rvrcett tkem^ y« cerramly Naggitt was the neareft me, 
it the tinae they both ceafed fltgbc, his^face lying on. 
juy foot i fo that as they both coniplained of foul pfay^. 
aud y/tre therefore equal m that reipe^ 5 Ni^gitt ia 
}a<Hce muH have it. And h gave ix hirn^ with thefe 
ivords hov/erer ; takc it Naggitt, as certainly yours 
by the law of the race, but with a düfidence in myfelf 
who beft defci^es it; 

I o WK I pftied the ötbcr man'» cafe very mach ; as I 
liould Naggitt's, bad the other woh it j but feeing the 
other turning away, and hearing him fay, but by haJ^f

jcflton ; 1 told them, they wcre both brave gkimms^ 
and cf iiurepid refelution ; and gave hitn alfo one, witii 
tiie Hke inftru6tion as to Walfi. 

Walsx wem fyom me, as fhe had promifed to Yon- 
warkie, who wanted more difcourfe \ihh her; fbr in." 
an afair of iove, ÜtY gentle heart coidd have dweh all 
day> upon atiy circtimftances whtch would create delight 
in |he enamouretf* Yonwarkee föund 'Watfi fat on 
fborns, wanting to be gone ; hut Touwarkee afiing 
queftion m^on queflion, Walfi got up, and begged flie 
wonld excnfe her, fce woutd come and ftay at any 
«ther time, buf> fays Ihc, Madatn, when the man one 
loves « in pain, far I am furc he is tm the ratk, for 
^ar of a^cti&overy, titt he fecs rae j if yoa crer Iw^d

yourfelfi yoir carniot bläme me fbr prcffing to relieve

WHEifvilie was gonc, Youwark'ec fihding me albne, 
was fo füll ofWarlfi^s adventur«, Ae coul4 not^be ftlei^t^ 
hut after twcnty round about^ fpeeches^ and' promires 
that I was^to make fiot to be aogry with any body^.or 
undo any thing V had doae thtat day,^ and I know not 
ivhat I out came the ilory. I was prodigiöuiljr pt^fed 
with it, and wijked 1 had takenfinoiT netke of her. 
Says Youwarkee> I endeavoured to keep her tili you 
had done^that you mig^ haverfeen her« Atidwhy dTid 
flf^ you, fay« l ?.' My dear, fay«»'yoi»wee, had youfe^n 
tfee poor creature's uneafinefs, tili Ihe got off vrith it, 
yeurfetf could not hare had the hearc.to liave deferred 
that pleafure^ you would hare perceived flie expe^ed 
wheii fliecame home ; nor coidd you in conftience have 
detained Iwr. 
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The race reconcHes^thi tw9 kingdams ; the cohny pro-* 
c^eds ; h*i^lds a city ; Petsr vievas the cauntry at a 
diftanee ; hears of a prophscy ef the king f>J Norh»*s 
daughter Stygee ; goes. thtther j kUts the kiHg*f 
nfphew ; fulfiis the prophecy^^ky engaging Stygee t§ 
Gcorigetti i retüms. 

THIS race» not^vithftandlisg all' th^t the ragams 
could fey to-liecp uptheir credit, and to prevenl 
tlie- peo|:Jd perceiving what fooU they had made of 
them ; had fo goodand fiuiüen an efiir<^ on the peoples 
prejudices; that^upon iiruing..the'£rilprocIainatioD, there 
was no occafiqn for the fecond;, foF atleaft twenty üve 
ihoufand men appeared voluntary at the. -^endezFeiis^ 
of the old flavcs, M'hofe maflers» though they were de- 
clared free, had u£ed divers devices to opgrefs them, 
and render even their freedom a fort of flavery, befldes 
Avomen and children : So that we had now only to- 
pick and choofe thofe vvho would be likeÜeft to be^ 
oflervice to the new colony» 

Na sc IG and I differed now about the cheiee of per» 
fons ; he as a foldier, was for taking moflly finglf 
young Hien, and I for taking whole families; thougti 
l'ome were either too old or too young for war % and 
lipon further confideration, he agreed with nie ; for I 
told him,^ young men would Ij&ave a father, mother, or 
miftrefs behind thcm, which would either cäufe a han- 
keririg after home, and coofequently the bad example 
of defertion ; or elfe ereate an uoeaiy fpirit, and per- 
haps a general diftafte to the fettlement j fo we chofe 
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thofc whole familics, whcrc they offered^ -Nvhich ha*^ 
thc inoft young mcn in thcm firft ; then others in like 
Order ; af»rthat man by man i alfclng them feverally^ 
if any woman thtjy liked -would go wiih them ; 
and if fo wc took her, tili -we bad about thirteen tbou- 
fand fighting mcn, bclidcs oW men, women and chil» 
drcn i and then marchiiig by thc palace, thc king of 
dered ten days (lores for every mouth« and with this 
we took cur flight t But ai I was aWayi fearftil of » 
concourfe in the air> Nafgig led them and I brotight iip 
thetear. . , [ 

Besyoy's ;!fhe ^boveiHiijAer of )^.opIe;rbeGevc we 
conld not have lefs tha'n teii'thoufand'volunteers to the 
black mömitaiti ; Toipe to take leave of their friendi^ 
and öthers out of curioGty to fee our flieht. . I took 
tiiree pieces of caonon with me, and proper fiore?« 

OüR firS ftage^ after ^ ihort halt igm the black mouh* 
Uin, was to the ^overnor's palace } Where Gädfi re*» 
eeived us with great refpedl. 1 toM kirn my ^rraof^n 
which he approv^d ; ior, fays he, countryman, ic is 
xiow as miich my interefl to keep my old mailers ciut^ 
as ever it was to ferve them when m: And you have 
taken the only ipethod in the world to do it effeAuaily«^ 
I coofulted him where I Ihould fix my colony, aod by; 
his ad vice fi^ed it on this iide the wood,. with Xproe 
icattering habitations behind the wood, as watch-houfes. 
to give hütice of an enemy i haying the woocf for 
ihelter before they could reach the town, and at the 
wurft the towB for a retr^at« 

I FouND by Gadfi, that the fhips^ from the Jj«tle 
hjjkdfi were ibon expeß^d ; fbr that, he laid,, the Zaps. 
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knew notbing yet of thc change of government, noF 
could^ tili the fhips returned ; he aiked me^ as .there 
was now a good lading, wl^ther I thought fit to let 
them have it upon proper terms l f told hiin, l would' 
not hinder their havmg the metals, or endeayour to 
flop their trade in the kad ; but (hould. be glad to 
treat with them a'bout it myfelf. 

I GAVE the forge-men> dercriptions for making 
Ihovels^ fpades^ pickaxe$> hatpmers^ and abundant of 
öther iroh imptenients, I fhoufd want in the building of 
the new town ; all which we got ready and carricd 
yith US. We th^n took fiight, and alig|:^d onthe fpot 
of our int^nded city ; and having viewed the groimd 
fome miles each way,. we drew the out lines^ and fet a 
great number of faands to the cuttlng down tpees,. dig- 
ging holes^ and making trenches for the foundations» 
In Jhort^ we were all hands at it, and the women fetch- 
ed the provifions { but P was otiliged to Ihew them 
every firiglc ffep ih'ey were to take towards the new; 
ere^ons ; and {muß fay, it was with great pleafure I' 
did it, ihey feldom wahtihg to betold twice, having as 
quick an apprehenfibn of whät they heard or faw,, a$. 
äny people I had cver met with. 

The wtole city, acco'rding to onr plän> was tb con*- 
fift öf fevcrallbng ftfait ftreets, parallel lo each other,, 
with garden« back wai^s,, each way, and traverfe paC 
fUge§ at proper dirtances, tp crofs each ftreet from one: 
to the other,, qiiite th^oughthe wholö city. 

While this work was in hand, ItooK aprogrefs tö 
view the other country. Maleck had told me of. We 
ilad not taken la very long flight, befbre we fiw ata 
Aiftance^'.fevrral pcrfons ofthat ccwntry travclRngto 
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mount Alkoe for metals. I had a great mind to have 
fome talk witli them about their kingdonii and ordered 
iny bearers to go to them 5 they told me they durlt 
not, for one of them would kill ten men. I did not 
diafe to Force them tb itfor feat of Ibme mifchief ; but 
€»bferving which way they came, and that they came in 
fieioeral fmall bodies> of fix or cight together, and that 
there was a little wood, and fome «bujihes between me 
apd them ; I ordered my bearers to fmk beneath the 
trees out of their fight» and to grotmd me jufl at the 
foot of the wood ; for I- refolved to know fomething 
more of them before we parted« 

I LAT perdoe^tiÜ they arrired within fixty paces of 
me ; then^ aiking Maleck if he knew their language, 
and he telling me he 4id> having often xonverfed wifh 
them at the mines ; I bid him greet them, and teil them 
I wasa friend and be fiirc *o iland by me. There were 
feven of them, and many more . at different diftances« 
1 Ihewed myfelf, and Maleck fpoke tso tbem, when two 
or three of the hindermofl ran quite away f one floqd 
andflooked very^ fur]y, but the reil \rho ha4 (lood 
wich him turning to run, l bid Maleck teil him, if he 
did not call them back, i would kill them He that 
ftoo4, then called to them, but they mending their 
pace xupon it, I let fly, and Ihot one in the fhonlder, 
who dropping, I was afraid I had kilied him* I thea 
went up xo the other, who had not ftirred even. »t the 
report of the gun ; feeming quiie terrified 1 toek iiim 
b'y the band and kifled it, which made him »recover 
himfelf a little, and he took mine and kiiTed it. 

I BlD Maleck teil him, I was a great traveller, and 
only wanted to talk wiih them 5 but feeing the man 
had ftot Itir, I went to him, and by Maleck told him. 
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I was Torry l had hurt him^ whidi I (bould iu>t hat« 
attcnapted» had he not ihewn a miftruft ia ine by rua- 
jüng awsy ; for I ccnikl not bear that ; tfais I (ak^, t« 
keep the other with me. I faw I had hortliis fhoalder^ 
bvx b«mg at a.great dlftance, the ball had not em%&e4 
the blade bcmo, but ilppiüng there, had falka out ; ü 
tying my handkerchief over it> 1 told him» l h^ped ü 
would fooa be welL 

I iN<t^4R£P into their co«uitry^ «ts name, the itftetit 
of their journey this way^lheif trades, the fruics, birda, 
and bealls -of the country« 

Thb man 1 hdid &ot, I >&und was in paih, which 
gave me no httle concaem; fo I apfiCidd mfCelf chicfly 
to the oChaCy wh« tcdd mtp the aafne of hiscountry was 
Nox1»en, a large 'kingdom and rtry populous, he faid, 
in Same parts of it, and was go^rned hj Onlwhefie, an 
old «B<l good ktsig. He hos only one daughter^ fay^ he, 
itatoed Stygee i S& tkät I am «flaid when he dies» it 
will go to a gewiofbr-^nethnig ncphew of Iiisr, a defpe* 
rate debaoched man, who will pf abably ruin ns and 
4cfti*oy th»t kingdom^ whichhaali^en m the Oniwheike 
famHy thef« itfteen hoodred years. Will not his 
daughtcr have the kingdew, fays I, after his death, or 
her duUren ? QiÜdren, iays he, Ao, that is the pify, 
all would br weit if fixe had bat chakfren, aitd the flate 
«ontkiue ftfteen huftdred yearrf tonger in the fame 
food faotily» Mow i$ k poffible for aity qne to know 
that, fiqrs i i You may Iftiow how teng" it has, but 
how long k will laft, liniere goels worfe. No, fays he, 
this very time, and the prefenft circumftÄnces of onr 
kingdoitiy Wereforetold «t the birth ot the firft king 
we ev^ had, who was of the prefent royal fam jly. 
How fo, fays I ? Why, fays he, bcfore we had any 
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k»ng>. w« ^»d a vßry ^q4 joW man, yvho Hved refired 
in a cave by tlie fea ^ and tp him eyery body under 
their diiScukies repatred.for ad vice* This old man 
happenivg to bc very 18, every body \ifas ijnder great 
afill&ien fcw fear dicy ^ujld 4ore iiUn ; when üocking 
to bis afliftaiicey b« told tben, they need not fear his 
death, >tiU the 'birdi of a king wh« fhould reign üfteen 
hundred years. At liearing tb5s all perfons then 
prefent, apprehended that bis dfforder bad ttirned bis 
hr^in ; bat he perfiüed Ib k and r^ecovered. 

After a few years, a. great mimber of perfons beihg 
about him, he told thehi he maft now ^epart ; for that 
their kipg wa? hörn, an^ poiated to a focfcing<Aild a 
poor wotnan had then in her arnis. It canfed a great 
wonder in bis auiience a«t the thouglits ^f that poor 
child's cver becoming a king s btit he told them it was 
fo deCTeed, and fiH't^er that as he was to die the next 
day, i£ they woold gathcr all together, he would let 
them know what was to coro« m future times* 

Wh BN tjiey wer« met, the wem^ an.l chiM being 
amongfl: them, he told them, that child was their king, 
and that bis loios fliould produce then^ a race of kings 
for fifteei)i hundrcd years, daring whicb tiiae tiiey 
fliould be happily governed ; but then ä female inhabi- 
tant of the ikies, fhould claim the doininion i and toge- 
ther with the kingdom be interly deftroyed, unlefs a 
meÄengpr from above, with a #crown in each hand^ 
ihoüld procure her a male of her onvn kind ; and 
then the kingdom ihonld reraain for the like number 
of years to her pofterity« Now, fays he, the time 
will expire very foon, and as no pne has been, or 
it ishelieved ever will come wilh two fuch crowns^ 
the princefs StygCif, though (he undoubtedly will try for

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it, has Httlehopes of fuccceding her falber} for her 
coufin Felbamko pretcnds, as no M'omanev^r reigned 
with US, he is tlie right hcir, and will have the king* 
dorn. Pray, fays I» what do you mean by an »inhabi- 
tant of the air. ? O, fays he, ihe flies. And do tnoft 
of your coiintry folks fly, fays 1 1 for I perceive von 
do not« No, fays he, no one but tbe ptincefs Stygee« 
How comes ihat about, fays I ? Her mothcr, when Ihe 
was with child with her, fays he, being one day in a 
wood near the palace, and having ftraggled from her 
Company, was attacked by a man with a graundee ; 
who not knowing her, clafped her within bis graundee, 
and WQuldhave debauched her ; but perceiving her cries 
badibrou^i.fame of her fervants to her afliltance» he 
quitted her, and went off: This accident threw her 
into fiKh a fright, that it was a long titne before fhe 

1 reco^er^d^ <and then was delivered of a daughter with 

the graundee. My friend, fays I> yoor meeting with 
nie will be a yery happy aifairibr your kingdom« I 
am the man the priocefs expe^s ; go back to the prin* 
cefs, and let her and her father know, I will be with 
them in üx days, and ef Ubiifii - his dominions in the 
princcft.. 

The iellow looked at rae, thinking I joked, but 
never offered^o ftir.a foot. Why do not you go, fays 
.17 and for the goo'd news you bear to the princefs, I 
will Tee you fliaU be made one of the greateft men in 
Norbon j the man fmiledilill^ butxoiuld not CQnceive 
I was in earneft : I alked him then how long he Aould 
be in going to the palace, he faid three days at fooneft.

not feen ht>\V 1 cime to tHe place he mef me at, for l 
ha^ ordercd my bearefs iflto the woed wUh roy chaii«, 
before I fliewcd inyfeli; 

, ÜEarrived, as I afterwards foufid, at the palactf, 
the fourth morning very early, and paffing the guard 
in a great heat ; with much ado was introduced to 
the king^ and dlfcharged himfelf of niy meflage. His 
inajefty giving no credit to him, ihought he had been 
niad ^ but he afHrming it to be true, and telling the 
king at what a diftance I had knocked down his coin- 
panion^ and made a great hole in his back, only wiFh 
Jioldlng up a tliing I had in my band, wfaich inad«^ a 
great noife ; Oniwheike ordered his daughter to come

held iri bis hand, had ccrtähily diTpatcbed me, if I had 
not at the inftant, drawn a piilol from my girdle, and 
Aot him dead" upon the fpot ; infoinuch, that the club 
whJcbwa» tben over niy head, feil gtnily down on my 
ihoulder.. 

I D JD not then know wha it vras I had killed i but 
for fear of ^ frefh attempt, i 4lrcw oüt anothcr pifto^ 
and my cutlafs, aad inqoiring at which part of the 
Square the king was, I waiked dir«Aly np t» him, he 
not as yet iaowing what bad bappcned« Hu majefty 
and his daugbter met me, and welcomed me mto bis 
döminiona. I llril at the kic^s feet^ tcHtag Mm I

At my entrance into the room of audience, the 
ktng was iUttng at tbelFiirtfaer end of it againft: the walJ,, 
wirb bis daughcer on bis righi band ; asd a feat was 
placed for me at hii left, but nearer to the middie cf 
the room fide-ways> on which I was ordcred to fit 
down ; thcre were abundance of the courtiers prefent,.

Thet told nie, tbcy tradcd with fmafl veffels to 
' Norbon for metals; whkh tbfey carried kome, and 
, Kvrought grcat part of it tbemfelves, fending it to, and 
"^^ difperfing it in fevcral iflands at a diftance « and alfo 
^ fold the unwroBgbt to feverai people, who «arried it 
they knew not whitbcr, in great fttps, They faid they 
kcpt abundance of hands at work in the trade. I a&ed 
if.thcir artificers wrought it for their own prolfit, or 
thcir mafters. They told rae for mäfters, thcmfelves 
being all ilaves. And are you al^l flaves, fays.I ? They 
told me ycs, all but one, pomting to him. I then or- 
dered him to be fecured and removed ; and told them, 
if they wouW procure fome hands to fettle at Norbon 
and mount Alkoe, they fcould all be made free, have 
lands affigned them, and hav« other great priyileges ;

"Bkfoäb:! parted irom them, I afligned the eight 
vlio were kft, all proper oonveniences, .and recom« 
mended^lhem to ;the king's .ja^otcöion ; and I ordercd 
the owner then in.cuftody,^o bc conduded to Alkoe, 
and from thencc to.Brandleguai:p5 where treating bim 
kindly, ajxd ^iving bim liberty, Lnaade iny vpropcr mfe 
pfhim. 

The Icing havinglent nre axonvoy to condu<^ ^my 
pfHoner^ and given me a licence for as many cattle of 
the forts 1 chofe^ as I pleafed to drive to vGeorigetti*s 
dominions ; I madelhem driv^ a.great mimber of flieep, 
of the fineft wool I ever faw, and .^very largc aifo ; a 
great nurabers of creatures not unlike an afs for fhape, 
l)Ut with two upright borns and fhort^ears, which gavc 
abundance of rieh milk ; and alfo fome fwine. All thefe 
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"were drove to, and diftributed at my ncw colony^ 
'whcre I let them remaiiiy tili I had provided a proper 
rec^ptacle for them at Öoorpt SwangeantI, near llie 
"Woods ; when I brought many over the black raountain, 
and diftributed them* tliete, With dire<^ions hoW to 
manage tlietn j and in about. ferea years timt we held 
a linle beaft marftet near Bhindleguarp»,. twice a year^ 
vfhere the fpare cattic were brought up, and preferved 
in fak tili the next market ;. for I Kad föme years be* 
fore^ made large ßlr works near the iea^ at monnt 
Aikoe*, whkh implbyed abundance orhaiifd<# and was 
now bccome a confiderable trade. 



Ws had iron> copper>^ and filver moncy, whic^. 
went very current ^ and had butter and chcefe from thf . 
farmsnear the Woods, as plemy as we had the fruits 
before ; great numbers of familtes having fettled there s,.

marketvof bayers and' fellers on the mount Alkoe (ide a£ 
theblafk mounuin* ; whtch^by degrees grew the generai 
roart bf the three kingdoms« .

people, as tbe Swai^eantiaes hav« (bce appear€d ta 
be; aod who tili Icameamoag^ tbei% had notlaing 
!nore than bare food, and a hole to lie in^ in a harren 
rocky country, and ithen feeined to :.)deilre only what 
they had ; ihQuld m ten years time^ be fupplled not 
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only with tlie convcniendes, bot ftiperflüities of life i 
and that they fhould then become foToiui o^ them> a^ 
rather wilUngly to part with lifc itfelf, tl»n be reduccd 
tcß the fikte J fornid them in.
